I have been over the 
State considerable, and am of the opinion 
that more than 10,000 persons will leave 
Kansas this season for your Territory, be­ 
sides a large number for Oregon.” 
There are piled on the ground near the 
Calistoga depot, says the Calistogian, sev­ 
eral hundred quicksilver llasks, the same 
being entirely new aiul the last of two car 
loads (1,570) that have recently been re­ 
ceived at this place for the ciulphur Bank 
Mining Company. The flasks were made 
in Pennsylvania, and the cars in which 
they came are the only ones that were ever 
loaded in the East and run direct through 
to Calistoga. 
Thousands of hogs are fattened yearly 
on the nut-grass and tule-roots of the 
swamp lands bordering Kern and Buena 
Vista Lakes, and along Buena Vista 
Slough, below the big canal in Kern county. 
Some 2 000 have been shipped from the 
latter section this year, and there are now 
4,000 or 5,000 feeding on the range. The 
feed dried out very much last year from 
lack of water, but the overflow this Beason 
is reviving it again. 
The Humboldt Times describes the Fresh­ 
water railroad of that county, which is 
being built by the South Bay Railroad and 
Land Company, and its object is to bring 
into market the redwood timber along 
Freshwater slough. The road will be bíx 
miles long, will cost 890,000, employs 100 
men at present, and is nearly fiuished. 
loriga will be hauled by the first of next 
week. Construction trains are now being 
run over two miles of track, and the other 
four miles are graded. 
At Sheep Ranch, on Friday last, says 
the Amador Sentinel of July 7th, T. R. 
Taggart, a miner, hada terrible experience 
anil a most remarkable escape from death. 
He liad gone down to the 2100-foot level 
and was standing with one foot on the plat­ 
form and the other on the tub, when the 
latter was suddenly started. Taggart’s 
foot was caught in the bail of the bucket 
and he was carried up some distance with 
his head hanging down. His foot was 
loosed and he fell, turning completely 
over, and as he went down his arm caught 
in a crack in the timber-work of the shaft,' 
in which position he hung until extricated.

Five hundred miners are employed at the 
new camp, Tyner, in North Park. 
A new mining district has been organized 
on Green creek, eight miles from Bridge, 
port, Mono county. 
The Chollar mine on the Comstock is to 
have hydraulic pumps which will handle 
1,600 gallons per m inute; the present 
pumps 900. Total. 2.500 gallons. Present 
influx of water, 1,750 gallons per minute. 
A ledge of black marble is reported to 
have been discovered in the upper Skagit 
valley. The ledge is about one and a half 
miles from Sapk City, in the peak called 
Annie's Castle, and has been traced for 
two miles. It is sai.i to be very extensive* 
The final payment of $1.900,000 on the 
Horn Silver mine of Utah was recently 
made in New York city, making the total 
amount for iliis bouanza, $6.900 000. This 
sum has been shared equally between 
Messrs. Campbell, Cullen, By nun and 
Ryan, who purchased the mine for $25,000 
originally. 
The Nevada City Transcript, speaking 
of the general comment of the recent min­ 
ing developments of Snow Point, says such 
strikes are common in that country, and 
winds up as follows : To sum the whole 
matter up in a nut shell, this section has 
more and better mini s for legitimate ope­ 
rators than any other part of the world. 
The Homestake Company, D kota, has 
about $500,000 investid in its mines and 
mills. On this investment the mines have, 
for sixteen months past, paid a monthly 
dividend of $20,000, making an aggregate 
of S4S0.000 already paid back upon an in­ 
vestment of only about 820,000 more than 
th a t; and out of its surplus fund the com­ 
pany is now building another 120-stamp 
mill, which will enable it to increase its 
dividends to 850,000 a month. 
It would appear that mining was done 
cheaply under favorable conditions in dis­ 
tant Arizona. A Tucson correspondent of 
the San Francisco Post writes : At Ogilly 
station, 15 miles from Tucson, is a quartz 
mine. The ore is mined in the mountains, 
three miles away, for 75 cents per toD, 
hauled to the railroad by 12-rauIe teams for 
$1 per ton, aud taken to the mill, 10 miles 
by rail, for 50 cents more. So it costs 
$2 25 per ton to get ore from the mine to 
the mill, which there produces $30 to the 
ton, thus payiDg a very good profit. 


A R T M A T T E R S . 
A necdo te of M eisso n ik r. —The lllur- 
trious French painter, Mei.-sonier, is the 
hero of numerous anecdotes, some of them, 
we apprehend, more entertaining than au­ 
thentic. Here is one of the latest : Mcis- 
sonier decidedly refuses to be patronized. 
It is related that a rich Englishman came 
to him one day and offered him $1,000 if 
he would paint his portrait and agree to 
finish it iu a fortnight. “ If you fail,” he 
added, “ I bhall deduct 85 a day until you 
have delivered it.” 
This angered the 
artist, who declared he wouldn’t paint the 
portrait for $10,000. “ You are not a fit 
subject,” he said, “ for any pencil.

— A writer in the 
London (¿ucea takes a retrospective glance 
at the revival in England, within the past 
few years, of the almost lost art of dec­ 
orative needlework as applied to secular 
purposes. He shows how greatly it has 
added to the commercial industry of that 
country, ami how it has been the means 
not only of furnishing elegant amusement 
to thousands of gentlewomen, hut also of 
profitable occupation to a still larger num­ 
ber of needy women who have found by it 
a means ot livelihood. In the United 
States, while we have followed the fash­ 
ions set by our British sisters, we have 
often improved on our models. The value 
of the services rendered by the various 
decorative art societies throughout the 
country, in furnishing competent instruct­ 
ors and finding a market for the work of 
pupils, cannot be easily overestimated. 
N e w B l in d.—A blind largely used in 
Holland and Belgium is beginning to find 
favor in England, and probably will soon 
make its way to this country. It hangB 
closely to the window, is made of muslin, 
with large meda 1 on pattern .work on lace 
inserted in the mqldle. To the bottom of 
the blind is generally affixed a small bor­ 
der, which can also be continued on the 
two sides. The great advantage claimed 
for this blind is that although it does not 
exclude the light, but rather subdues it, 
it completely shuts out the view in the 
room from the gaze of the outer world. It 
can be made to roll np either from the top 
or bottom. The bottom method is prefer­ 
able, owing to the lesser strain on the mus­ 
lin. 
F u r n is h in g .—A serious son rev of dis­ 
cord in a room is a want of balance or 
consistency ; silk curtains and woolen fur­ 
niture coverings ; a rare marquetry cabinet 
flanked by clumsy, featureless chairs of 
the early Victorian era ; and in ornaments, 
Bohemian glass mixed up with old Vene­ 
tian. There must be an equality main­ 
tained throughout. The room must be set 
in a certain key, and if allowed to fall out 
of it for the sake of variety, should speed­ 
ily return into its normal channel. 
H o use D ecoration.—That purity of 
style which insists on every article, even 
to the time-piece and fire-irons in a room, 
having the same points of family likeness, 
is a dull, narrow, uncongenial thing, and 
those who advocate it fail to recognize the 
broad principles underlying all true art 
whatsoever. Nevertheless, the eye must 
accustom itself to see clearly when and 
where to introduce furniture or trifles of 
a different order into a room already fur­ 
nished in a certain style. 
Museums.—The American museums are 
to be congratulated on the appointment of 
Gaston L. Feuavdent and Henry de Morgan 
by the French Government as its agents in 
this country, to facilitate, in connection 
with them, scientific expeditions and effect 
exchanges of anthropological specimens. 
Both gentlemen are learned arehieologists, 
and are the pioneers of their profession in 
the United States.—[Art Amateur. 
A d r ie n M a r ie .—Hardly any French 
painter of to-day has won in a short time 
such popularity as a delineator of the sim­ 
ple phases of home life as has the subject of 
our sketch. Adrien Marie is not yet 32 
years old, but he already bids fair to be­ 
come for France what Millais is for Eng- 
lann—the painter of babies par excellence. 
L am ps.—Circular and hexagonal hall- 
lampe, with bright, brass frames, hinged 
bottoms and leaded glass or bull’s-eyes, in 
the early English style, have a large sale. 
T here are funereal m inisters, gentlem en 
w ho carry around w ith them an air of pro­ 
fessional solem nity ; they carry it even in 
th e ir hat bands and pocket handkerchiefs, 
and look continually as if genteely laid o u t 
in th eir coffins.

Important to Fruit-Growers. 
I t is un d er consideration by th e S tate 
B oard of A griculture to m ake, a t the S tate 
B air in Septem ber, a practical exhibition of 
th e various fru it pests th a t have m ade th eir 
appearance and are doing in ju ry to th e fru it 
in this S tate. 
I t is proposed to have the cod­ 
ling m oth, in its various transform ations from 
th e egg to the full-grow n m oth, show n up, 
w ith full explauations of its h ab its and the 
best-know n m ethods for its destruction, in all 
its various stages of advancem ent. 
In order 
to do this there w ill be show n sections of fru it 
trees containing th e nests of th e larv a as they 
are actu ally found on th e inside b ark in the 
w in ter season. 
T he p u p a or chrysalis of the 
insect w ill be show n as it appears w hen the 
n est is broken and rem oved from it in the 
w iuter, and so on in its various stages, till 
th e perfect insect is hatched in th e sp rin g ; its 
m ode of depositing its eggs on th e seed end of 
fru it, th e progress of th e larv a as it burrow s 
or eats its w ay to the center of th e fruit, 
and its w ay o u t w hen ready to assum e the 
p u p a or chrysalis fo rm ; 
how' it spins a 
th read of fine silk and lets itself down to the 
ground and th en seeks the body of th e tree 
ab o u t th e roots or un d er the bark, of which 
it m akes its nest ; how it m akes itB n est—- 
goes through the n atu ral changes and again 
comes forth th e full-Bized m oth, again to lay 
eggs in th e fru it and go through an o th er 
season of destruction to 
the 
fru it. 
A n 
exhibition of this kind, conducted an d ex­ 
plained by a person w ell versed in th e n atu ral 
history and habits of th e insect, cannot fail to 
be very interestin g to any observer, an d to 
th e fruit-grow er of g reat value. 
T hen it is 
un d er consideration also to show u p th e red 
scale th a t infests th e orange groves of San 
G ab riel 
and 
o th er localities 
w here 
the 
orange 
is cultivated, 
and w ith 
th e 
aid 
of 
m agnifying 
glasses 
to 
enable 
th e 
spectators to see the various changes and 
tran sfo rm atio n s m ade by th e little insects 
th a t form these scales and sap the life from 
th e trees upon which th ey are allow ed to re­ 
m ain. 
I t is also proposed in th e sam e w ay 
to show' up the apple scale th a t has become 
so d estructive to the apple orchards in and 
about the S an ta C lara valley ; also the p h y l­ 
loxera, the grape insect th a t is ru in in g the 
vineyards of th e O ld W orld an d threatening 
those of our own S tate. 
A stu d y like th is it 
is th o u g h t m ay be m ade one of th e m ost in­ 
terestin g and valuable features of th e fair. 
A pereon w ho has m ade th e stu d y of these 
insects a m atter of p ractical business for 
years, and who has riot neglected to seek out 
a rem edy for th e evils, has offered his ser­ 
vices to the B oard for the purpose of a ttra c t­ 
ing th e atten tio n of the fruit-grow ers of the 
S tate to the daugers th a t th reaten th eir busi­ 
ness, and the B oard are im pressed w ith the 
im portance of th e su bject and w ill probably 
have th e exhibition m ade. 


Mildew on the Pear. 
M auy varieties of the pear w ere ju s t iu th a t 
condition of bloom a t th e tim e of th e severe 
sto rm of A p ril th a t exposed the pollen of the 
flowers to destruction. 
T he resu lt is a light 
crop in n early all p arts of th e S tate. 
Som e 
varieties suffered in th is respect m uch more 
th an others on account of th e g reater delicacy 
of the bloom, or on account of th eir m ore 
critical condition a t the tim e of th e storm re­ 
ferred to. 
T he B a rtle tt suffered very much, 
and the crop will be very lig h t; b u t of all the 
good or valuable varieties th e w in ter nellis 
Buffered m ost, aud of th is valuable late variety 
th ere w ill be n ex t to no crop a t all. 
In ad d i­ 
tion to this g reat destruction of a fru it so 
m uch esteem ed and so universally cultivated 
in this S tate, a new and very d estru ctiv e dis­ 
ease has m ade its appearance on th e pear this 
y ear 
for 
th e 
first tim e 
to an y extent, 
in the 
form 
of 
a 
black 
m ildew , 
very 
Bimilar in appearance an d effect to th e m il­ 
dew th a t has affected the peach crop on the 
low bottom lands for years past. 
T h e m il­ 
dew m ade its appearance alm ost as soon 
as the pears were form ed, in th e 
shape 
of sm all black spots. 
A s th e fru it has 
grow n these spots have enlarged some, b u t 
n o t as rap id ly as the pears have grow n, since 
th e portions of th e skin of th e fru it covered 
w ith the fungus seem s iucapable ot expan­ 


sion, and th u s the sides of th e fru it lias be­ 
com e irreg u lar o r one-sided—a th in g never 
before know n to any ex ten t in the S tate. 
T h e effect of th is disease is precisely sim ilar 
on th e peach, anil though it has existed for 


a num ber of years p ast in peach orchards on 
the S acram ento river, we are not aw are th a t 
an y rem edy has been discovered or applied. 
I f 
such rem edy has been found 
b y any 
of 
the orchardists it has n o t been m ade 
pnblic. 
W e 
w ould suggest this 
m ildew 
as 
a 
very 
proper subject 
for 
investi­ 
gation by the S tate H o rticu ltu ral Society. 
T h e peach and the pear crops are am ong th e 
m ost valuable of th e fru it crops of th e S tate, 
an d should n o t be allow ed to suffer if a 
rem edy can be found and applied. 
W e can­ 
n o t see w hy su lp h u r should n o t be a rem edy 
for m ildew on th e peach and pear, as on the 
grape, b u t we are not aw are th a t it has ever 
been applied. 
I f any of our readers have 
an y experience in its application we should 
be glad to hear from them for th e benefit of 
others. 
W e also invite correspondence as to 
w hether this m ildew has m ade its appearance 
on the pear and peach in o th er localities be­ 
side* the low river-bottom s. 
T h e p ear has 
heretofore been one of th e m ost valuable 
fru its for ex p o rt to th e E ast, and if it is now 
to be c u t off, one of th e m ost im p o rtan t re­ 
sources for profit to th e fruit-grow er of C ali­ 
fornia w ill lie gone. 
L et this m atter lie 
looked after a t onee and careful ly. 


H orticu ltu ral Exhibition. 
T h e m anagers of the San Francisco M e­ 
chanics’ In stitu te have invited th e S tate 
H o rticu ltu ral Society to take charge of and 
m ake a ho rticu ltu ral exhibition a t o r in con­ 
nection w ithjthe M echanics’ F air, and the in. 
vitatinn has been acceptedr 
F rom the ch ar­ 
acter of the m en com posing the S tate H o rti­ 
cu ltu ral Society we have no doubt th a t a 
very fine h o rticultural and 
floral exhibi­ 
tion w ill result. 
T he fair of the M echanics’ 
In stitu te is to com m ence A ugust 10th, and 
continue five week -. 
W e have seen no sta te ­ 
m en t to th e contrary, b u t we presum e th a t 
th e f m it exhibition will be lim ited a s to tim e ( 
as it w ould be very difficult to keep up 
an 
exhibition 
fur 
five 
w eeks 
of 
such 
fru it as w ill 
be 
in condition 
to exhibit 
a t th a t tim e. 
C ertainly th e exam ination 
of com peting exhibits will have to be m ade 
by the com m ittees w ithin a few days after the 
fru it exhibition is o(iened, as specim ens will 
n o t rem ain a t th eir l>est a longer tim e th an a 
few days. 
I t is hoped th a t th e fruit-grow ers 
and p la n t and flower-growers in every section 
of th e S ta te w ill respond to th e invitation to 
m ake a display creditable to th e S tate. 
If 
fru it is re n t in as it comes into m atu rity d u r­ 
ing th e fair it w ill give those w ho can atten d 
th e fair a t in terv als d uring th e whole five 
w eeks an excellent o p p o rtu n ity to note the 
progress of th e fru it season, and the different 
times of ripening of th e same varieties in 


different sections. This is one of the peculi­ 
arities of California ftuit culture growing out 
of the difference of climates in different sec­ 
tions of the State. This exliibition, com­ 
mencing so long before the State Fair opens, 
will afford an opportunity to bring before the 
public many kinds of fruit the season for 
which will pass before the oper.ÍDg of the 
State Fair, and the value of the exhibition 
will be enhanced from that fact. 


B etter Than Expected. 
T he above is th e language th a t comes up 
from nearly every section of th e S tate w ith 
reference to th e w heat crop. 
T h e season of 
the north w ind was ju s t a t th a t tim e th a t it 
stru ck th e w heat in the th in m ilk, before the 
kernel had sufficiently form ed to produce a 
kernel a t all. 
T he change from th e hot 
n orther to th e cool vivifying south breeze 
was so sudden, and sc com plete and continu­ 
ous, th a t all th e grain th a t h ad n o t been 
blasted entirely m ade a com plete 'recovery, 
and hence th e crop w ill be m uch m ore uni­ 
form and plum p th an w as an ticipated. 
T his 
fact tells am azingly in the yield. 
I t is esti­ 
m ated th a t the S tate w ill have from 700.000 
to 800,000 tons for export. 
T hough th is is 
m uch less th an w ould have been available 
for th a t purpose h ad no draw back been ex­ 
perienced, it m ust be confessed th a t it is a 
m uch b e tte r show ing th an w as expected a t 
th e end of th e three weeks of n o rth wind. 


I,ate Crops. 
L arge q uantities of potatoes of the E arly 
Rose variety are now being p lan ted on land 
ju st o u t of th e w ater on the S acram ento river. 
Corn for fodder has also been, and is still 
being planted freely on land sim ilarly sit­ 
uated. 
Som e farm ers are p lan tin g the E g y p ­ 
tia n corn as an experim ent, intending to cut 
the sam e to be fed to stock w hile greeD. 
B uckw heat and m illet m ight also be sown 
w ith prospects of good success, if the season 
should be prolonged before frosty w eather. 
If th e potatoes should tu rn o u t w ell prices 
w ill rule low, b u t it is b etter to produce 
som ething th an to rem ain idle and allow the 
land to be unproductive.

R u s t in B r e e c h - L o a d e r s .- - The London 
Field publishes the following, which will 
be of interest to all sportsmen : 
I am not 
quite sure whether the following view as to 
the cause of rust in breech-loaders has been 
presented in your columns ; if not, perhaps 
yon will allow me a few lines to assist the 
general shooting public in arriving at a 
conclusion upon the m atter. 
I happened 
to bring yout- paper up to Mr. Jeffreys (a 
well-known Norwich gunmaker) whilst the 
controversy as to the cause of rust was 
going on, and after pointing out to him the 
different views of your correspondents, 
“ W hy, sir,” said he, “ it’s very sim ple; 
’tis not the powder th at does it, nor yet any 
dampness immediately due to the atmos­ 
phere ; nor can it be that Mr. Editor is 
right as to its arsing from a galvanic action 
set up between the lead of the shot and the 
iron of the barrel. No, sir, ’tis the cap that 
does it all, I assure you.” 
W hen I ob­ 
jected th at this cancer had not been ob­ 
served iu muzzle-loaders, or at least not to 
the present extraordinary extent, anti that 
as the explosive m atter of the caps was 
practically the same now as ever, aud that 
therefore the evil could not lie in them, his 
answer was that the powder, for the 
m atter of that, was the same as formerly, 
the shot also, and th at therefore the 
evil could not lie in them ; but, whereas, 
iu the days of muzzle-loaders the gas aris­ 
ing from the explosion of the cap was in a 
great measure blown out of the nipple by 
the counter-explosion of the powder in the 
chamber, now it has no such means of es­ 
cape, and so exercises to the full its emi­ 
nently destructive force. 
But Mr. Jeffreys 
went farther, and by one 
experiment 
(which any man may try for himself) sat­ 
isfied me that his theory was correct. 
He 
exploded the caps of three or four cart­ 
ridges inside a piece of gun barrel by 
means of a small iron rod thrust down the 
barrel, and invited me to inspect the re­ 
sult in a few days. 
I did so, and found 
the rust on the barrel and iron rod exactly 
similar in appearauee to the cancer rust w’e 
are all, unfortunately, so familiar with. 
W hen the great body of the rust had been 
scrubbed off by the wire brush, and the 
metal had received a considerable polish, 
we observed the fatal “ spots” well defined 
here and there ; and after trying in vain 
to remove them by means of the brush, I 
was forced to the conclusion th at the only 
remedy for the disease was the cutter.—[J. 
R. P. 
L e sso n s f o r H o rs e m e n .— Recent rul­ 
ings at .Jerome Park ami Brighton Beach 
are calculated to iftake owners aud trainers 
very careful in entering horses in races. At 
the toimer place S.oux was entered as a 
colt when he was a gelding, and was for 
that reason not allowed to start. 
On the 
same day Scotilla was not allowed to start 
because her owner or trainer had tele­ 
graphed her entry in a purse race, and the 
message was not received till after the box 
was opened. 
Both Sioux and Scotilla ap­ 
peared on the official race-card as starters, 
and considerable money was bet an them, 
but, as they were never really in the race, 
the money ought to have been, and we l>e- 
lieve was, returned to their backers. 
On 
the first day at Brighton Beach, the Dwyer 
Bros. telegraphed from New York two en­ 
tries to different races, but the messagq 
was not received till about 12:30 (the en­ 
tries close at 12 o’clock, midday), although 
the operator w ho sent the dispatch stated 
th at it was handed to him at 11:51, 
but owing to the wires being out of 
order, a delay was the result. 
The horse3 
were not allowed to start, and information 
was at once telegraphed to the city to that 
effect. 
On the second "day, at the same 
course, Mr. Owens, representing J. T. 
W illiams, entered Charley Backus (for­ 
merly Tatnpico) as a horee when he is a 
gelding. 
He was not allowed to start. 
Again, on the second day, in the mile aort­ 
as quarter, with maiden allowances, a pro­ 
test was made against giving the horse 
Bowstring nine pounds ntaiden allowance. 
He had won a race at Milwaukee in 1879, 
anti the judges, although the races are run 
under tne rules of the Maryland Jockey 
Club, dirt not, in this instance, follow the. 
precedent set by th at club, and Bowstring 
was compelled to carry the full weight. 
Lilian, who started in another race with 
maiden allowances, won a small race at 
Mount Holly, N. J., last year, but there 
was no protest, and she started with the 
benefit of the allowance. 
The moral of 
these instances is very plain. 
Racing men 
must bo careful when there is so much at 
si ake. 
There are rules of racing ; there 
are judges ; the judges enforce the rules, 
and that is the end of it.—[N. Y. Sports­ 
man. 
A S e l f - W i l l e d H o r.sf..—The Fishkill 
(N. Y.) Gazette tells the following story, as 
illustrative of the lact th at a horse will 
sometimes exercise lnsowu will iu defiance 
of the bidding of h's biped superiors: 
“ Last Sunday forenoon a large gray horse, 
belonging to Hiram Ghamplm, was found 
lying in the lane leading to the cemetery, 
and it was thought th at he could not get 
up without assistance. 
About twenty.five 
men soon congregated and tried to Irft the 
horse, but could not succeed. Finally they 
rigged a rope and pulley above him on four 
stout, high poles, ami commenced hoisting 
him in that way ; but the ho-se being 
heavy, the tackling broke aud let the 
horse down again, aud in the falling of this 
temporary derrick George Champlin.catne 
very near being killed, one of the poles 
striking him on the top of the head, in­ 
dicting a serious wound and knocking him 
down. 
They filially concluded to let the 
horse lie where he was until he died, and 
went away. 
Mr. Cliamplin had only been 
home a few moments when he saw his 
horse standing in the street in front of his 
door, apparently waiting for his owner to 
-come out and give him some water. 
It 
appears th at the horse, after the people 
had left him, got up himself aud walked 
home.” 
A G ood I d e a .—One very notable a t­ 
traction at the Coney Island Jockey Club 
recent races was the ‘• telegraph ” or up­ 
right for the purpose of informing the pub­ 
lic as to the names of the jockeys. 
When 
a race is run, “ first past the post,” with 
his jockey, is at onoe run up. 
There are a 
number of small boards on which are 
painted the names of most of the jockeys, 
anti opposite the name of each starter ap­ 
pears the name of his rider. 
W hy should 
not our State Agricultural Society adopt 
this plan, and also a still better one, the 
posting in “ big” letters of the names of 
horse* and drivers, with position before 
the race and after each heat, th at the peo­ 
ple may know one from t’other ? 
It is a 
great drawback, and discourages many 
people from going to races, to be unable to 
know “ Brown Bob” from “ Brown Dick,” 
or blk. s. Jam es from blk. s. John, etc. 


B o g a rd u s ’ P la n . — Captain Bogardus 
proposes the organization of a team formed 
of expert shots, in the United States, to 
pay a visit to England and meet similar 
teams from crack shots of the old country.

AMERICAN BEEF FOR ENGLAND. 


U ntil within a few years past, scarce a 
pound of fresh beef or a single fat bulloek 
was exported from America to G reat B rit­ 
ain, as it had been thought, up to th at pe­ 
riod, these products could not be placed 
there in a fit condition for the consumption 
of the fastidious islanders. 
Moreover, for 
some time the value of meats of all kinds 
had been so near alike on both sides of the 
Atlantic a ^ o preclude the idea of exporta­ 
tion at a profit. 
But prices then began to 
advance rapidly jn Great Britain aud the 
neighboring countries of 
Europe, from 
which she had long drawn ample supplies 
for her wants over and above her own pro­ 
ductions, while a depression took place to 
some extent in America. 
This prompted a 
few of our enterprising dealers in fresh 
beef and fat bullocks to make the experi­ 
ment of exportation thither. 
These, at 
first, owing to the imperfect refrigeration 
of the compartments on board ship for the 
preservation of fresh meat, and lack of 
comfortable accommodation for live cattle, 
together with some other causes, more 
often resulted in a loss than profit. 
But 
the pioneers in this business persevered 
with the accustomed American pluck, rap­ 
idly introducing one improvement sfter an­ 
other, till the exportations increased dur­ 
ing the past fiscal year, ending June 30, 
1879, to 54,025,832 pounds of fresh beef, 
valued at $4,883 080, aud 13(5 720 bullo jks 
valued at $8.379,200—the whole product 
being $3,262,280. 
Had it not been for the 
British Otders in Council, prohibiting con­ 
siderable importations of live cattle, on 
account of supposed disease, American ex­ 
portations would have beeu much larger, 
and we have every reason to believe they 
v. ill be soon doubled, if not trebled. 
They 
certainly will, if nothing untow ard occurs 
iu this new busiuess. 
Iu fact, it promises 
so largely and profitably in the future, that 
ships are now fitting up expressly for the ' 
transportation of fresh meats aud live aui- . 
mals of all domestic kinds, not only to the j 
United Kingdom, but also to France, Bel- t 
gium, Holland and Denmark, and in due 
tune the exportation will probably be ex- : 
tended to other parts of Europe. 
The iu- ! 
traduction of fresh beef front America into ! 
England met at first with great opposition j 
on the part of many there, and especially 
of the butchers, who, like the silversmiths 
of Ephesus of old, saw' “ their craft in \ 
danger.” 
Provoking accounts of this have j 
appeared in the English papers ; but the j 
following, from a correspondent of the - 
London Times, being rather amusing, I i 
copy it to show the American reader how ! 
he was treated by his butcher and grocer : | 
“ Some time since large quantities of ; 
American beef began to lie imported, just 
at a time w hen English beef was reaching , 
almost famine prices. 
I know a family iu : 
this town, of good position, who, after , 
much anxious thought, aud weighing all ¡ 
the chances of being poisoned, etc., timor- , 
ou»ly resolved one day to try this Ameri­ 
can beef. Unfortunately the servants heard 
of the. great experiment. 
The joint—a ' 
fine one—was duly served ; the family ate 
and liked it. 
(They are still alive.) 
But ; 
would you believe, sir, not one of the four ¡ 
servants would touch it ! 
Let ns not be 
too hard on the servants. 
I would not try | 
it myself for more than a year after the . 
first importations. 
Everybody knows that ' 
we can get as good a joint in New York as 
in London, but I feared the voyage might ! 
injure it. 
A few weeks ago we had un- j 
doubted evidence of our butcher sending us 
American beef, charged at the price of 
English. 
I had paid him all winter eleven­ 
pence per pound all round ; after which I 
went to American stores, and got similar 
joints at oightpence-halfpenny p tr pound. 
I had been charged fourteenpence per 
pound for best W iltshire hams, when, in 
fact, the same were subsequently found at 
sevcnpence per pound at American stores.” 
In addition to tho above paltry trick of 
selling good American beef at the exorbi­ 
tan t price then ruling of Euglish, the 
hutch-rs resorted to tho still more repre­ 
hensible one of selecting any which hap­ 
pened to be of an inferior quality, or 
slightly damaged on the voyage across the 
Atlantic, and offering such at lower prices, 
aud as the best American. 
To put an end 
to these nefarious transactions, the im­ 
porters decided on having public sales of 
their meat. 
This brought it directly to 
the knowledge of the people, who upon 
trial finding it equal to their own, a stead­ 
ily increasing m arket sprung up for it, and 
now fresh American heef, mutton, pork 
and poultry sell as freely abroad, and at as 
high prices, as the choicest European.—[A. 
B. Allen.

student, to the historical scholar, the present 
work will prove valuable. 
From the begin­ 
ning to the close an air of sadness pervades 
the work, almost a cast of glm-m; it is the 
recoid of an unfortunate, by himself. A few 
extracts from the introduction indicate the 
tone of Kossuth’s mind. 
“ An indescribable rush of feeling over­ 
whelmed me, when the surrender at .Vilagos 
rendered me homeless. 
_ “ No words can adequately express my 
feelings. 
“ Before I stepped across the frontier I lay 
down ou the soil of my native land ; I pres-ed 
upon it a sobbing kiss of filial lo\e ; 1 took a 
handful of earth ; one step, and I was like 
the hull of a wrecked ship, thrown up by the 
storm on a desert shoie. A 1 uiki.-ti staff offi­ 
cer greeted me courteously iu the name of 
* Ailah ! 
He led me to a place which lie 
had kindly caused to be prepared for me to 
lest for the night under Go i’s frée heaven, 
aud—asked for luv sword with doanea-t 
eyes, as if ashamed that a Turk should dis­ 
arm a Hungarian. 
“ 1 unbuckled it and gave it to him without 
uttering a word; my eyes tilled with tears, 
and he, wishing me sound rest, left me alone 
with my sorrow.

The author, Anne Ayers, has had 
a personal acquaintance with Dr. Muhlen­ 
berg, extending over more than thirty years, 
eighteen of which were spent under the same 
roof with him, and in an intercourse as close 
as that of a daughter with a ievered father. 
The vdue of this volume is to be found iu the 
eminence of him of whom it treats. 
Where 
ODe has studied the subject of a portraiture 
for half a life-time the reader ha» reason to 
expect nicety of detail aud 6 leiity in draw- 
in. 
In this lespect lie will tint be disap­ 
pointed, for the author has been exceedingly 
careful and delicate aud exhaustive, aud as a 
result we have what is a complete sketch, 
with 
nothing 
of 
the 
unfinished about 
it. 
The writing lacks in vigor but nothing in 
grace. 
It is plainly evident that the author 
writes of one so deeply loved and revered 
that critical analysis would to her seem al­ 
most pro!ar a* ion. 
She assures us, however, 
that Dr. Muhlenberg himself advised her to 
the task when she announced her de-ire to 
enter upon it, saying : 
“ Y’ou kuow more of 
my heart and mind on all points, than any 
other person living.’' 
The author adds: 
“ During a brief holiday in Europe, with 
Dr. Muhlenberg, in the summer of 1872, the 
opportunity was stized, as he- reclined in the 
intervals of traveling, to take down many in­ 
teresting particulars of those parrs of his life 
with which I was not personally familiar, 
and more especially to obtain, in bis own 
words, ceitain statements of principles, and 
opiuions on points of importance, essential to 
the authenticity and completeness < f what I 
had taken in hand to do. Such autobiograph­ 
ical information, it should be named, was 
only given at my earnest solicitation.”

and 
ample

given 
for their thorough perusal. 
The lady has evidently omitted nothing of 
moment in the record she has made, and it 
may be accepted as a very complete and ex- 
baudtive statement of the life work of one of 
the historic men of the ace, who came of a 
family associated intimately with the earliest 
days of the Republic.

“ W ith these thoughts in my m ind, and 
careful not to u tte r a word aloud lest I 
should woo Leontine to her destruction, I 
continued m y descent.

F o r some little 
distance th e roof was man high ; the path 
was partially encum bered w ith loose stones 
and brushw ood, b u t these I easily cleared 
aw ay, and stepping forw ard cautiously, 
and m aking sure of m y ground to avoid a 
possible pitfall, I soon succeeded in pene­ 
tratin g bo far into th e cave th a t th e light 
of day was entirely sh u t out. 
I had the 
com pletest assurance th a t in tim e I should 
come upon an o u tlet of some description in 
th e fact th a t there was no foulness in the 
air.

“ Inten d in g to be up w ith th e sun, I un­ 
strapped m y blanket, and, w rapping it 
round me, lay down and slept. 
The soft, 
m ysterioui sound ran through m y dream s, 
and created fancies w hich did not disturb 
m y rest. 
“ E arly in th e m orning I w as astir, 
strong and refreshed ; and then to m y d e­ 
light I discovered th a t I was not to con­ 
tinue my journey in u tte r darkness. L ight 
came through other clefts in th e rocks. 
D ow nw ard and ever dow nw ard I pursued 
m y way, and a t noou (as near as I could 
judge) th e nature of the sound w hich had 
accompanied me for so m any hours was 
revealed to me.

I stooped and kissed the dog.

I stood upon solid rock, and, looking u p ­ 
w ards, fancied I could 3ee a dim rift of 
light at th e very to p of the m ountain. 
In 
th a t case the range, from top to bottom , was 
hollowed o a t by nature. 
A t th a t m om ent 
it was not a m atter of im portance to con­ 
vince m yself w hether th is was really so, 
and I applied m yself to w h at was of more 
interest to me. 
H aving reached th e depth 
of th e chasm, was there any outlet dow n­ 
w ards? 
Yes, and not difficult to find a 
road, m ost circuitous and eccentric, lead­ 
ing d irect to th e sea-shore. 


“ No sm ooth velvet sands m et my eyes, 
b u t a scene as wild as I had ever gazed 
upon. 
T he shore-line was do tted w ith 
caves into w hich th e sea rushed w ith 
trem endous force. 
T he waves, broken by 
hidden rocks, seethed and hissed against 
the ancient walls, and reared th eir foaming 
crests in a n g e r; and as they receded to 
the calm er ha,ven which lay beyond th e 
treacherous rocks, the w ater poured in 
to rren ts from every crag and basin and 
sped sw iftly a fter th e retreatin g seas. Then 
there was peace, and th e caves glistened 
w ith diam ond spray, lit up w ith rainbow 
color ; b u t in a few1 m om ents th e waves 
rolled inw ards, w ith undim iuisbed force, 
to renew th e eternal conflict, and th e air 
was filled w ith fury and w ild confusion. 
A t the m outh of one of the largest of the 
caves—whose full e x te n t,^rom th e point 
upon which I stood, 1 could not ascertain 
— were huge masses of sea-weed, clinging 
to the rocks w ith such tenacity as to resist 
successfully th e trem endous onslaught of 
the waves ; and as th e sea attack ed th eir 
thick brow n belts and bands, th ey curled 
and w rithed and gasped, like a m yriad 
taw ny serpents fighting desperately for 
dear life in th e em brace of a m erciless 
enem y. 
“ G rand and terrible as was th e scene, it 
did not present itself to me on th is occa­ 
sion in its grandest and m ost terrible 
aspect, for th e tide was running out. 
I t 
was fortunate for me, as in tw o or three 
hours I hoped to be able to reach th e lower 
shore ; a t present it was impossible to do 
so, and I could do nothing b u t w ait. 
“ In the m eantim e I was not idle ; there 
was food enough for eyes and m ind. 
The 
contrast betw een th e fury of th e sea w ithin 
the caves and its peacefulness a sh o rt dis­ 
tance beyond the line of hidden rocks was 
w onderful. 
D oubtless those who were 
acquainted w ith th e sea which snrroundod 
the Silver Isle w ere w ell aw are of the 
danger of th is shore line and w ere careful 
not to approach it. 
N o boat could live in 
th e turm oil of these w aters ; a m om ent or 
tw o w ould suffice to dash it into fragm ents. 
No chance, therefore, for hum an life, which, 
in such a struggle, m ust be draw n inevi­ 
tably to its sw ift destruction. 
“ Firm ly fixed in th e rocks, a t a distance 
of th irty or forty feet, was an object which 
attracted m y attention. 
I t was in th e form 
of a huge cross, and seemed to be fashioned 


of wood. 
W eed, and moss, and shell-fish 
encrnsted i t ; th e action of th e w ater had 
w orn it into holes here and there, b u t it 
was n ot rotted. 
“ H ow ran th e legend of Evangeline and 
th e brothers ? 
T he m an who had played 
th e p a rt of Cain had, in his remorse, cu t an 
enormous pine-tree in to th e shape of a 
cross, and had carved upon it the figure of 
th e Saviour. 
T his work, w hich occupied 
him for tw en ty years, he intended to set up 
on th e highest crow n of th e m ountain of 
snow, aB a w arning to sinners and an ap­ 
peal for mercy. 
H e was not perm itted to 
com plete his w ork of expiation. 
A t the 
suprem e m om ent, w hen th e last finishing 
touch had been given to the labor of a life­ 
tim e, he aud his sym bol, in th e m idst of a 
fearful storm , were hurled from th e hights. 
The islanders declare th a t it w as a divine 
judgm ent upon him . 
T h at may be left for 
theologians (for th eir own satisfaction) to 
decide ; w hat interested me m ost was th at 
there was tru th in th e bare details of the 
story, and th at its confirm ation lay beneath 
me. 
“ T he m an’s death was sw ift and terri­ 
ble and m erciful, aud doubtless his bones 
were sw ept out to sea—a fitting resting- 


place. 
“ I w atched th e waves recede inch by 
inch, and when I deem ed it safe to do so I 
descended th e sharp rocks, and stood on 
the low er floor of the cave. 
T em pting 
pools lay here and there, and I bathed in 
onfi and renew ed m y strength, th inking 
w ith exultation th a t I was the first living 
man whose foot had ever touched this 
shore. 
N ot only th e cave w hich held the 
work of a sinner’s repentance, b u t a h un­ 
dred others, w ere left in peace by th e re­ 
treating sea, and the rocks upon w hich the 
gigantic sea-weed grew were also left in 
peace to recover from th e fever of the 
struggle for life. 
“ M y first task was to exam ine the Cross 
and th e Figure carved upon it. 
Even at 
th is distance of tim e, and worn and over­ 
laid as it was, I saw th a t it was a grand 
w ork, and could have been executed by 
no man w eak in m ind or body. -Its con­ 
tem plation led me into reflection upon tlie 
character of th e Cain of th e Silver Isle. 
H e loved, he sinned, he suffered. 
Love 
drove him to th e commission of an awful 
crim e ; his life was not a life of littlen ess; 
his death was sublime. 
A nd his repent­ 
ance was n ot th e death-bed repentance 
which priests falsely declare w ill expiate 
and atone for a life of sin ; it wa3 a pun­ 
ishm ent self-inflicted and long-endured in 
blood aud ¡jam and m ental agony. 
“ Im possible not to adm ire the life of 
such a man. 
Im possible not to adm ire his 
death. 
A hero, he. 
“ T he Cross had fallen into its natural 
position, aud stood upright. 
“ The points of the rocks glistened w ith 
lig h t; th e shore was strew n w ith shells of 
great beauty. 
Color and form were here 
in rare perfection. 
“ So full of novelty was th e position in 
which I found m yself th a t for a tim e I paid 
no attention to a particular color w hich in 
calm er m om ents would have draw n and 
fixed my attention. Looking a t it idly, and 
w ith no suspicion in my m ind, I saw th a t 
it was of bright yellow, and I judged It to 
be sand of the sea of a richer color than 
th at w hich lay on th e shore. B^ut presently 
I noticed th at, except in particular cpots, 
there was no trace of th is brighter color, 
and th a t it presented itself only in crevices 
of th e rocks, into which it had been throw n 
by th e action ,of the sea. I took a pinch of 
it in m y hand, and to m y surprise, dis­ 
covered th a t it was of infinitely greater 
w eight th an ordinary sea-sand, th a t it was 
of irregular form ation (again unlike the 
sand of th e sea), and th a t it was of m etal­ 
lic substance. 
“ A m etal, then. 
W hat m etal ? 
“ Gold ! 
“ The idea, flashing suddenly upon me, 
staggered me for a little while, and I could 
not grasp its full meaning. 
“ H ow conld th is precious m etal have 
found its way into th is strange and u n ­ 
likely region ? 
“ I laughed at m yself for th e question, 
and looking around, as though for an 
answ er, it seem ed to me th a t N atu re was 
deriding me for my ignorance and pre­ 
sum ption. 
“ In itself, gold was of less valne in tlie 
G reat Scheme th an alm ost any of th e other 


objects by w hich I was surrounded—the 
like w hich -crept and craw led, and lived 
only for a day, and th en died. 
In th eir 
life, flowers beautify ; in th eir death, they 
fertilize. 
W eeds, 
rank things of 
th e 
earth, repellant insects, all have th eir 
uses ; b u t gold is gold, and rem ains alw ays 
th e same. 
“ T h at m an should have m ade of it ex­ 
ceptional valne is of sm all account. 
W hy 
should not gold be found in th e Silver Isle? 
Silver was found here, and M auvain was 
th e first discoverer. 
M auvain discovered 
silver. 
W hy should not R anf discover 
gold ? 
. 
“ T he islanders m ight th in k little of it, 
m ight even be displeased a t th e discovery. 
Golden grain, in th eir eyes, was infinitely 
more precious— the grain th a t waves in 
cornfields, th a t glistens in th e eye of the 
sun, th a t w hispers of plenty, or rath er of 
enough, and contentm ent—th a t was the 
grain which m inistered to th eir happiness 
and w hich th ey valued m ost. 
B ut not to 
all is given such wisdom . 
In this isle the 
gold around me was valueless, m ayhap. 
B ut elsew here? 
“ I was bew ildered a t th e prospect held 
out by th is discovery. 
I t was mine ; not 
another should share it w ith me. 
Power, 
fame, th e adulation of men, th e smiles of 
beautiful women, 
th e pleasures of the 
w orld in every intoxicating form, were 
mine. 
T hey were here, in m y grasp. 
I 
could purchase them , and enjoy them , and, 
if I cared, revenge m yself on those who 
had inflicted m isery upon me. 
“ I t is rig h t th a t I should set dow n here 
some idea of w hat passed through m y m ind 
when I first held th e golden sand in my 
hand. 
I t show s me in m y tru e light— 
of th e earth e a rth y ,. sordid, and prone to 
tem ptation, unable to resist it when it held 
ou t hope of pleasure. 
A very weak and 
m iserable m ortal. 
* 
“ B ut it is no t o ut of pride th a t I set 
beneath th e above confession m y belief 
th a t there are in me tw o beings, and th a t 
1 have overpowered and vanquished the 
grosser of these. 
F o r a tim e, in excep­ 
tional m om ents, such as those I am de­ 
scribing, th is unw orthy self sta rts forward, 
and w hispers cunningly and nrgos to un­ 
w orthy action ; b u t only for a tim e ; for 
soon m y b e tte r self asserts itself, and 
th ru sts out of sight th a t w orser half of 
m an w hich too often leads to his destruc­ 
tion.

K e c o rd -U n io n : Am ong your n u ­ 
m erous lady readers of th e H ousehold 
D epartm ent there are no doubt m any who 
have, a t one tim e or another during th e 
last few years, spent a few w eeks or m onths 
at M onterey, and to these ladies I now ap­ 
peal, w ith your permission, for inform ation 
on various points. 
I have planned for m y­ 
self and family and a few congenial friends 
a m outh’s vacation, to be spent a t M oute- 
rey, and have chosen th e m onth of Septem ­ 
ber as the tim e. 
The chief reason w hy I 
delay my trip to the very end of th e season 
is because the m outh of Septem ber is, to 
me, th e m ost try in g one of th e . whole 
year ; th e uryness and du st are a t their 
m axim um hight, the heat m ore oppressive 
a»d th e lack of ozone greatest in our p art 
of th e valley during ttiis last m onth ef our 
long, d ry sum m ers, aud th e system less 
able to resist the clim atic influences than 
a t any other season of th e year. To escape 
these influences, and to lay in a stock of 
energy and health instead, is the object of 
the contem plated trip. 
W e propose to 
lure a few plainly-furnished rooms, do our 
own cooking and live in a prim itive and 
thoroughly etijojable fashion, doing w h a t­ 
ever we please and devoting ourselves 
wholly to calm enjoym ent. B ut last S atu r­ 
day’s article on M onterey has given us quite 
a scare ; has M onterey become fashionable 
already, and hence too grand, too expensive, 
for our hum ble selves ? 
I hope not.

sincerely hope th a t Santa Cruz, m ay, for 
m any years to come, keep her fashionable 
crow d of aristocratic idlers, 
and leave 
M onterey to th e hum bler tourists who can­ 
not sport three fresh t diets per day and 
have th eir victuals cooked by a French 
mciitre <le cuisine. 
Inform ation ou th e following points may 
be welcom e to others as well as to myself, 
and if there are among your correspond­ 
ents any ladies who are willing to answ er 
my questions through your colum ns, I 
shall be very thankful. 
Of course I prefer 
to hear from ladies who have actually been 
there and speak from experience. 
1st. W h at is th e ren t for sm all cottages, 
say of three or four rooms, very plainly fur­ 
nished, or of a like num ber of rooms in a 
private house, and are such cottages or 
rooms to be obtained ? 
2d. W hat are th e current (summer) rates 
for fresh m ilk, b u tter, eggs and m eat ? 
A re fresh fish and fru it plentiful, and are 
the la tter dear or cheap as com pared w ith 
Sacram ento prices ? 
A re fresh oysters ob­ 
tainable, and a t w hat price ? 
3d. Is there in th e im m ediate vicinity of 
th e tow n a good chance for fi.-hing and 
boating, safe enough for ladies to share 
this capital fun ? 
4th. W hat are the clim atic conditions of 
M onterey in Septem ber—is it safe then for 
im paired lungs, and are there any fogs and 
storm s to lie apprehended? Are th e nights 
and m ornings Cold and dam p ? 
So much 
for the present. 
All inform ation will be 
gratefully received by 
T elza.

' [O ur correspondent, we tru st, may re ­ 
ceive answ ers from lady correspondents, as 
she desires. 
In th e m eantim e we proffer 
th e know ledge we have on th e sub ject,an d 
it lias been th e result of personal expe­ 
rience. 
T here are three w ays of living at 
M onterey : 
A t th e new hotel al eady de­ 
scribed in 
the R ecord U n io n , tenting, 
and a t Pacific Grove R etreat, in cottages ; 
th e latter place is vnchanged, except th a t 
it is not now controlled by a church organ­ 
ization. 
I t is as rural and prim itive as 
ever, and the sim plicity of life there is the 
sam e as heretofore. 
T here is an absence 
of fashionable requirem ents. 
Boating and 
fishing are pleasures easily followed, and 
w ith com parative safety. 
Fishing is a 
common 
sport, 
and fish are plentiful. 
A t the R etreat one can live in th e hotel, 
where the fare is plain b u t good. 
Rooms 
are rented a t about .85 per week, and the 
visitor buys m eal ticketB and boards a t the 
hotel restau ran t a t from §5 to 87. 
Got 
tages, neat and com fortable, can be had a t 
about 850 per m onth, furnished. A double 
te u to n the grounds, furnished, costs about 
830 per m onth. 
T ents cannot be pitched 
on the grounds of th e cottages, nor can 
one pitch his own te n t in th e grove w ith­ 
out paying a rental rate. 
The m arket sup­ 
plies are quite equal in prices and variety 
to those of Sacram ento. 
T he m ornings 
and nights are damp, and fogs are fre­ 
quent. 
Storm s are not frequent, nor at 
th e grove is the w ind felt to any incon­ 
venience. 
From M arch 1st to Ju ly 1st the 
clim ate is m ost equable a t M onterey. 
A t 
all tim es it íb m ilder th an a t San F ra n ­ 
cisco.! In A ugust and Septem ber th e nights 
and m ornings are chilly.] 


T h e S k in .—To im prove th e appearance 
of the arm s, th ey should be washed in 
luke-w arm w ater, thoroughly dried, and 
then well rubbed w ith a soft brush, or 
lightly w ith a hair glove ; th is will assist 
in producing th a t roundness and sym m etry 
which are so desirable. 
To produce w hite­ 
ness th e arm m ust constantly be covered ; 
at night wash in the m anner described, 
then rub th e arm s w ith th e best and 
m ildest soap-wash, and p u t on w hite kid 
gloves. 
R epeat this for a week, and it will 
produce a softness alm ost magical, in o r­ 
dinary cases, though in some it m ust be 
continued 
for 
a 
longer period. 
This 
process w ill usually insure softness and 
w hiteness ot th e band—though th e d e ­ 
gree of w hiteness m ust, 
of course, 
in 
• some degree, depend upon th e natural 
complexion. 
H abits will also have a great 
effect ir facilitating pr retarding its effi­ 
ciency ; the less the hand is used or exposed 
the softer and w hiter it is likely to be­ 
come. 
A beautiful w hitening paste m ay 
be prepared by taking one pound of sw eet 
alm onds, 
one-quarter 
pound of 
bread­ 
crum bs, half a pint of w ater, half a pint 
of brandy, and the yolks of tw o eggs. 
Pound the almond3 w ith a few drops of 
vinegar or w ater, to prevent them from oil­ 
ing, add th e crum bs of bread, w hich m oist­ 
en w ith the brandy as it is m ixed w ith the 
alm onds and th e yolks of eggs ; set this 
m ixture over a slow fire, and stir continu­ 
ally. 
I t m akes a choice article for th e la­ 
d y ’s to ilet.—[Mrs. R. W ., in Home Jo u r­ 
nal.

C a r a m e l for C o l o r in g So u p. —Cooks 
in general have an idea th a t anything new to 
them , and no t absolutely necessary, m ust, 
as a m atter of course, be troublesom e. 
Caram el is a sim ple thing to m ake and use, 
and very convenient w hen th e proper color 
is not otherw ise obtained. 
To m ake it, 
m elt a tablespoonful of b a tte r in a sm ooth 
frying-pan, p u t in three tim es th e q u antity 
of brow n sugar, and cook and stir until 
th e m ixture is a very d ark brown, b u t by 
no m eans allow it to burn. 
W hen dark 
enongh, pour in hot w ater by degrees and 
boil th e syrup for ten m inntes ; it should 
be so thick as to ju st run after cooling. 
B ottle and cork t ig h t ; use.cautiously, a s a 
very little goes a great way. 
A few drops 
w ill color a large am ount of soup or gravy, 
and a sm all bottle w ill last a long tim e. 


R o a s t I amb.—If the fore quarter is to 
be roasted, stuff it, or not, as you choose. 
The hind-quarter is roasted plain, and its 
f 
oodncss depends m ainly on the cooking, 
lave th e fire brisk, so th a t th e outside 
w ill be crisp and th e m eat well done 
through w ithout drying. 
P u t half a cup 
of boiling w ater in th e pan, baste fre­ 
quently, and allow ten m inutes to th e 
pound. 
Cover w ith a sheet of paper to 
prevent scorching. 
T en m inntes before 
serving, season to taste w ith pepper and 
salt, dredge w ith flour aud rub th e surface 
w ith m elted b u tte r ; let brow n and serve 
steam ing hot. 
C hickens in G ardens.—By chickens we 
do no t mean fowls generally, b u t th e newly- 
hatched broods, w hich w ill flourish fam ­ 
ously if allowed th e range of your flower 
and vegetable beds. 
S h u t the m other hens 


in roomy coops near th e garden w a lk s; see 
th a t th ey are shaded by trees or shrubs, 
both as protection from th e noonday heat 
and th e possible invasion of haw ks, who 
are fearle^ if th e ground is entirely ex 
posed to view , b u t wlio are shy ol the 
sw aying lim bs and fluttering leaves of 
trees. 
The chicheas eagerly searching for 
worms and insects, are w ithin th e m other’s 
call, and ean easily hide, a t a w arning 
note, among th e leaves and grass. 
The 
exercise, th e fresh air, and the stu rd y inde 
pcudence gained a t an early age in tjjis 
way, are as healthful and grow th-prom ot­ 
ing as is th e n atu ral insect food which they 
gather for them selves ; and this added to 
the rations furnished by th e ow uer of the 
flock, they will astonish you by th eir rapid 
and healthful developm ent. 
T he first six 
weeks of a chickeu’s life will settle the 
question of an early or late m atu rity more 
effectually than any after care and pam ­ 
pering can possibly do. 
G ive th e young 
ones a good sta rt and half th e battle of lite 
is already w on.—[A m erican P o u ltry Y ard. 


C l e a n sin g .—The French woman cleans 
her gloves, light boots, ribbons, silks and 
laces, all at the cost of a few cents, and 
w ith surprising success ; the)- pass for new- 
on any inspection b ut the closest, and are 
w orthy to do so. 
Alcoi ol will wash kid 
gloves w ithout eveu staining them or leav­ 
ing an unpleasant odor about them ; the 
gloves are siuiply draw n upon th e hand 
and carefully rubbed w ith a piece of clean 
fiannel w et w ith alcohol until the soil is re­ 
moved, and then huiig up to dry, and 
afterw ards slightly stretched, when the 
original color reappears. 
A French woman 
never buys a lining for a new gown ; she 
cuts up her old gowns and skirts instead ; 
she uupicks and stitches up again, turns, 
irons, and renews, until every inch of th e 
stuff'has served half adoz-m purposes, and 
there is n ot an unw orn thread in th e whole 
garm ent. 
A French woman is alw ays no­ 
tic eab le-fo r her clean lii.cn—cuff's and 
collars alw ays w hite aud fresh - b u t then 
she w orks them herself, and th u s procures 
another large feminine lu x u ry a t a sm all 
cost. 


G r e e n P ea s.— Shell th e freshest of 
green peas, being caYeful to keep them 
free from dust, so th a t th ey will not need 
washing, as this destroys th eir sw eetness. 
Cook in enough boiling w ater to cover, 
w ith a little salt and a lum p of w hite su­ 
gar. 
They-will be done in tw enty minútete 
it fresh aud te n d e r; half an hour is long 
enough for any th a t are fit to eat. 
D rain 
them , season w ith salt and pepper, and put 
a lum p of b u tte r in th e center of th e dish, 
or beat half a cup of sw eet cream wit h a 
teasrioon of b u tte r and pour it over them 
iu th e dish. 


QUEER BATHItsG SUITS. 


Im agine, if you can, th e anxiety of the 
thuusauds of New Y ork women -who mean 
to bathe, and who know how hard it is not 
to be hideous while doing it. 
They are 
racking th eir brains upon devices for m ak­ 
ing them selves a t least presentable, if not 
bew itching, in w et clothes. 
A good pro 
portion of them w ill give u p th e grave 
problem and appear, w hen th e tim e comes, 
in the ordinary loose blouse and trousers, 
iu w hich no m ortal woman can look o th er­ 
wise th an decidedly unenehanting. 
Ouce 
drenched, these garm ents droop in a m an­ 
ner th a t u tterly puts to naught w hatever 
shapeliness the woman inside may possess. 
B ut there are m auy who will not give it up 
so. 
The fashionable dressm akers are beset 
by th eir custom ers on this subject, and the 
outcom e is considerable novelty in designs. 
It should be borne in m ind th at, if a 
woman he perfect in bodily outline and 
brazenly audacious, she can w ithout m uch 
trouble 
conquer 
the 
difficulty, 
for 
she has only to dress herself in tight- 
fitting garm ents of th e usual flannel, or 
in loose ones m ade of cotton (which when 
w et will cling to her skiu), and she will 
reveal herself a thing of beauty. 
A s ta rt­ 
ling bathing costum e of this im proper sort 
was shown to me by the designer, a Fifth 
avenue m an-m illiner, and ho says th a t he 
has already received orders for m ore th an 
th irty substantial duplicates. H e is a man, 
and I a woman ; therefore I dared not ask 
him to be explicit in telling me about th e 
character of th e prospective wearers, h ut it 
stands to reason th a t they’ cannot am ount 
to m uch. 
The costum e was displayed lor 
m y benefit on a living m odel—one of those 
perfectly formed creatures whose good luck 
in th a t respect yields them 810 per week 
for standing to order in dress m aking es­ 
tablishm ents to try things on. 
The body 
garm ent was ostensibly a siugle blouse of 
pinkish gray fiannel, b u t it was really a 
m ost artfu l contrivance. ‘Instead of beiDg 
straig h t and shirt-like, it was cu t iu to fit 
the w aist alm ost tight, so th a t when w et it 
w ould 
only 
have 
fulness 
enough 
to 
w rinkle 
a 
little, 
while 
really 
fol­ 
lowing every curve of the figure. 
A belt 
encircled th e w aist. 
T he sk irt was very' 
short— not long enough to fairly sit down 
in—and here another clever deception was 
introduced. 
T he m aterial was, as a slight 
concession to decency», left ju st long enough 
a t the front and back to cover th e actual 
body ; but a t th e side it was c u t aw ay well 
up on th e hips. 
The trousers were m oder­ 
ately full around th e upper legs, bu t 
tapered off rapidly to th e knees, w here 
they became skin tig h t, over th e calves, 
term inating a t th e ankle. 
Thus th e effect 
of tig h ts was produced from the knees 
down, b u t w ithout changing the m aterial, 
The feet w ere left bare. 
T he sleeves were

Chicago has at last triufhphed over her 
rival", .St. Louis, in the most emphatic 
way. 
The census gives the former of these 
cities a population of 502,000, aud the lat­ 
te r only 340,000. 
And St. Louis is angry 
all over because of this exhibition of her 
numerical inferiority. 
H er press raih at 
the Census Bureau, abuses the enumer­ 
ators, declares th at the census has not been 
properly taken, and generally acts very ab­ 
surdly. 
\Ve have before pointed out the 
futility of all such raids upon the census. 
They are completely unreasonable, because 
the census is a scientific method of com­ 
puta. ion, and those v ho refuse to accept 
its results have no data half so trustw orthy 
to base their claims upon. 
W e have no 
doubt that the census is right and the St. 
Louis papers wrong. 
This is the only ra­ 
tional presumption in the case. 
St. Louis 
m ust swallow her chagrin and give up the 
effort to swell horself after the manner of 
the fabled frog. 
Chicago has won the 
race, and there is no more to lie said about 
it. 
Getting angry and abusing the enum­ 
erators is puerile aud undignified, and will 
only cause the St. Louis journals and peo­ 
ple to be laughed at. 
Let them possess 
their souls in |>cace, aud realize that there 
are thousands of places in the country 
very much smaller than either St. Louis or 
Chicago, which nevertheless arc quite con­ 
tented to be w hat the census declares 
them. 


GRANT 
ON 
HANCOCK. 


A note, purporting to be w ritten by Gen­ 
eral Grant, has l-een published' by the 
Chicago Advance, 
It is in answer to state­ 
ments that ho had declared himself in 
favor of Hancock. 
W e cannot say whether 
the note is genuine, but it certainly sounds 
like Grant. 
He is represented as writing: 
“ I have nothing to say against General 
“ Hancock. 
I have known him for forty 
“ years. 
His personal, official and mili- 
“ tary record is good. 
The record of the 
“ party which has put him in nomination 
“ is bad.” 
W hether or not G rant wrote 
this, it is a forcible way of putting the 
case, and it contains the whole argument 
of the campaign in a nut-shell. 
I t is not 
the record of Hancock, but the record of 
the party which has put him in nomina­ 
tion, that is in question. 
I t is the record 
of that party that nm st decide the prefer- 
enees of voters. 
The Democracy cannot 
hide behind an individual, though it would 
doubtless like to do so. 
It will be dragged 
out and compelled to face the country. 
Its record is not good, whatever Hancock’s 
may be. and that is the essential ffcnsider- 
Ation, 


W e ara glad to see th at the Republican 
leading journals at the W est and N orth 
are ’beginning to urge the necessity of a 
Republican campaign at the^km th. 
Our 
readers know th at the R eucrd-U n io s long 
since pointed out the grounds for such a 
policy, and we regard them as so con­ 
vincing th at in our opinion .it would be a 
most serious blunder to neglect this matter, 
ff’here are in the ten Southern States at the 
very least a million Republican voters. 
At the Presidential election in 1876 those 
ten States gave 700,000 Republican votes. 
That was the last occasion on which any 
expression of anti-Democratie views was 
perm itted there, and even then a large 
percentage of the Republican vote was 
suppressed. 
This year it has been re­ 
garded as a foregone conclusion th at the 
South will be solid for the Democracy, and 
th at in the ten States to which we have 
referred, 
namely, 
Alabama, Arkansas, 
Florida, Georgia, Louisiana, Mississippi, 
North Carolina, South Carolina, Tennessee 
and Virginia, there will be practically no 
effort to cast any Republican vote. 
There 
is indeed of late some faint rumor of such 
intestine troubles iu Virginia as may pos­ 
sibly give one Congressional D istrict to 
the Republicans, but there is nothing like 
certainty about this, and the presumption 
is against it. 
Now it should be ap­ 
parent 
th at such 
a surrender of 
a 
large portion 
of 
the 
Union to the 
alleged lawlessness 
and violence of a 
faction is equivalent to a far more danger­ 
ous aud discreditable outcome than seces­ 
sion itself would have constituted. 
For 
had secession-succeeded, these ten Southern 
States would have ceased to contribute to 
the federal revenues, but a t the same time 
they would have ceased to meddle with 
national affairs; whereas under the exist­ 
ing situation they refuse to obey the Con 
stitution and the laws, yet they claim and 
receive far more than their full share of 
political power. 
Practically the only re­ 
sult of emancipating the Southern blacks 
h is been to give the Southern whites a 
means of increasing their own political 
influence, in fact. 
It should be evident 
that this condition of things is intolerable, 
and th at the Republican party is under ob­ 
ligations to meet aud contend against it. 
And the first duty of the Republican party 
is to deny the existence of a solid South, 
aud to act towards the South precisely as 
it intends to act towards the N orth and 
W est. 
I t is said the Southern Democrats 
will not permit any electioneering in their 
strongholds. T hat assertion must be tested. 
The National Republican Committee must 
send speakers of repute all over the South, 
and invite the Southern Republicans to 
come out and hear them. 
The Red Shirt 
Leagues must be challenged upon their 
own ground. 
If they mean violence and 
intimidation 
they 
m ust 
be 
forced to 
show 
their 
hands. 
H itherto ail the 
bulldozing 
has 
been 
done 
upon 
ne­ 
groes 
and local 
white 
residents of 
little consequence or reputation. 
It re­ 
mains to be seen w hether the rifle and 
saber clubs will venture to break up Re­ 
publican mcetiugs presided over by men of 
national reputation, and 
addressed by 
speakers like Blaine, and Hale, and Frye 
and Ingersoll. 
In the past the bullying 
and abuse has been so generally directed 
against local persons, th at it has often 
been difficult to convince the general pub­ 
lic of the reality of the outrages, and this 
notwithstanding the patent evidence of 
their occurrence in the election returns. 
The truth is th at Southern bulldozing has 
been fostered by Republican neglect of the 
South. 
The Republican leaders have been 
content to take,all their information con­ 
cerning th at region at second hand, and 
they have marie the natural mistake of 
partisans in thinking th at these outrages 
could be safely nursed for campaign pur­ 
poses. 
The fact is th at such Mexican 
methods as have been employed at the 
South can never be introduced without en­ 
dangering the political morality of the 
whole country. 
If perm itted to continue 
they breed an indifference to lawlessness 
which is the firBt step towards anarchy, 
and nothing is more difficult than to shake 
off such liabit3 when they are once ac­ 
quired. 


It is therefore incum bent on the Repub­ 
lican party to force the Southern Demo­ 
crats to act openly aud in the face of the 
nation. 
If it is the settled purpose of the 
Democracy to carry the South by fraud 
and force, the methods to be employed 
must be used w ithout concealment. 
W ith 
N orthern speakers scattered all through 
the Southern States, however, it will be 
anything but an easy task to put in motion 
the regular bulldozing machinery. 
If the 
Southern Republican vote is to be sup­ 
pressed, it must bo first cowed in the 
campaign. 
B ut it is a question whether 
the bulldozers are prepared to ply their 
vocation under the eyes of N orthern 
men. 
The fact th at Hancock is their 
candidate will certainly embarrass this 
part of 
their 
programme 
still 
fur­ 
ther. 
How can they affect loyalty aud 
respect for law and order while they 
are suppressing free speech and tram p­ 
ling upon the franchise a t the South ? 
Or if they attem pt this iuharmouious 
combination of policies, how 
can they 
escapo the 
swift and 
fatal 
exposure 
certaiu to ho visited upon them by their 
Northern visitors? The tru th is th at a 
vigorous 
Republican 
campaign at the 
South is as necessary as it is politic. 
It 
must force the Southern Democrats iuto 
one of two courses, either of which ¡3 cer­ 
tain to make for the Republican cause. 
They will be compelled to abandon all 
bulldozing, and then the solidity of the 
South will be broken up by the casting of 
a full Republican vote ; or they will be 
compelled to da their bulldozing openly, 
in which case the solidification of the 
North will ensue as a m atter of course. 
The Republican policy clearly is to force 
the Democrats to choose between these 
alternatives. 
Any other course would be 
fatuous. 
To abandon the South altogether 
is to play straight into the hands of the 
Democrats. 
They can then nse force aud 
fraud a t the South as much as they please, 
and can 
deny 
th at 
they 
are 
using 
any 
unfair 
means, 
all 
through 
the 
North. 
Aud 
in 
such a case they 
would 
find 
many 
N orthern 
voters 
to believe their assurances. 
The only 
way to break up the Mexican political 
methods which have been introduced at 
the South is to expose them thoroughly 
and constantly. 
The whole country must 
be made to realize th at there are ten States 
of the Union in a far worse condition than 
if they had seceded ; th at they are practi­ 


cally in defiance of the O m stitution and 
laws ; th a t they are treating the constitu­ 
tional amendments w ith contem pt; th at 
they are refusing to accord equal rights to 
the freedmen ; and th at they are endeav­ 
oring to capture and control the whole 
country through their audacious and sys­ 
tem atic usurpation. 
W hen "this is made 
clear to the nation there will be no further 
tolerance for Southern solidity. 
If neces­ 
sary the States which refuse equal rights 
to all their citizens will be disfranchised, 
and those who scorn to be governed- by law 
will be put outside the law. 
T hat is the 
only way by which the Democratic as­ 
saults upon the Constitution can be suc­ 
cessfully met, and it may' be necessary to 
adopt it yet. 
__ 


There are in the ten Southern States 
under discussion S7 electoral votes, and 
th ey elect 67 Congressmen. 
Thus the 
balauca of power is in the hands of the 
faction which controls those States, and 
thus the mathematical axiom that nothing 
is stronger than its weakest part, is illus­ 
trated iu the fact th at the United States 
are virtually swayed by a group of States 
which owe their political power to their 
insolent aud high-handed usurpation. 
It 
is in vain th at the intelligence aud wisdom 
of the N orth and W est are being exerted 
to devise governmental 
reforms of all 
kinds, so long as this grave aud flagrant 
defect in the very foundations of the 
Republic 
continues. 
The 
country is 
to-day an exemplification of the statue 
in 
Daniel’s 
vision, 
of 
which 
the 
body was 
metal, but 
the 
feet clay. 
W e 
stand upon 
crumbling clay 
feet 
so long as the Presidential succession, the 
complexion of Congress, the character of 
the Government, depend upon the action 
of States which have renounced democratic 
institutions, aud are controlled by force. 
And we "hold th at it is the special duty of 
the Republican party to deal with this evil. 
The so-called reconstruction of the South 
lias been a failure, but the party th at is 
responsible for th at attem pt has not there 
fore absolved itself from its obligations. It 
is even more incumbent upon it than ever 
before to find a cure for the evils which 
have grown — whether directly or in­ 
directly m atters little—out of the policy 
which at the close of the rebellion was 


i thought 
to 
be 
wise 
and 
prudent. 
The most im portant problem before the 
country to-day has been missed by even 
statesmen. 
I t is, the restoration of demo­ 
cratic institutions at the South. 
That 
restoration is indispensable to th at re­ 
habilitation of the South for which its more 
enlightened inhabitants have been long 
lobking. 
The establishment of political 
and civil security and equality m ast pre­ 
cede the real renaissance of the South. 
All other methods have been tried without 
success. 
I t has been made apparent that 
leaving the South alone altogether only 
affords greater scope for Democratic con­ 
spiracies, and consolidates the oppression of 
the blacks. Mere denunciation from a dis­ 
tance is of no effect. But missionary work on 
the spot remains to be tested, and a3 we 
have shown above, it cannot but make for 
the advantage of the Republican cause, 
whatever its consequences. 
It is not less 
clear th at such a programme is best fitted 
to revive the decaying spirit of political 
freedom in th at region. 
I t will compel 
the Southern Democrats to defend their 
indefensible positions, or abandon them. In 
either case it must work well for the 
South. 
W e trust, therefore, th at the Re­ 
publican Committee will take steps for a 
vigorous and general Southern campaign, 
and that a special effort will be made to 
send the very best speakers down into the 
bulldozed country.

VALUABLE 
EXHIBIT. 


W e desire to call attention to an ex­ 
tremely interesting and valuable set of 
tables which we piublish this morning, 
showing the receipts and disbursements of 
the Government from its organization to 
-June 30, 1875, and exhibiting the amount 
of defalcations and the ratio of losses per 
§1,000 to the aggregate received and dis­ 
bursed. 
W e recommend our readers to 
cut out these tables aud preserve them for 
reference, for they contain an infinite 
amount of suggestive facts, and they con­ 
stitute the best showing we know of in 
regard to the relative efficiency and in­ 
tegrity of 
Republican 
and Democratic 
a ¡ministrations. 
Tho first fact likely to 
catch the attention of the reader is the 
astonishing increase of honesty and care­ 
fulness in the handling of the disburse­ 
ments and receipts since the era of the 
rebellion. It will be seen th at the smallest 
percentage of losses, both on disbursements 
aud receipts, occurred during the six years 
of G rant’s administration here recorded. 
The losses on disbursements in that period 
were only 31 cents on the§l,000, and those 
on receipts 3-1 cents on the SI,060. 
The 
heaviest losses on disbursements occurred 
under Andrew Jackson, when they roso 
to $5 53 on the §1,000. 
The heaviest 
losses on receipts occurred under Martin 
Van Buren, and were $11 71 on the §1,000. 
The Postoffice appears to have been worse 
managed under Jam es Monroe than at any 
former or later period, the ratio of losses 
then having been §11 61 to the §1,000. 
During the entire period the losses on dis­ 
bursements have greatly exceeded thoso 
on receipts. 
The most remarkable fact, 
however, ¡3 th at while the aggregate of 
both receipts and disbursements has in­ 
creased since the war so enormously, the 
ratio of losses has decreased in a far larger 
proportion. 
Thus in Van Bureu’s adminis­ 
tration there was a loss on disbursements 
of nearly thrco millions and a half out of 
a total of 2S5 millions ; while in G rant’s 
term, cut of a total of eight thousand 
millions, the lors was less than three 
millions. 
O ut of a total amount involved 
iu 
disbursements 
of 
thirty 
thousand 
millions, the loss has been thirty-nine 
millions ; 
perhaps 
not 
much 
when 
we 
look 
at 
the 
whole 
sum 
in­ 
volved, 
but 
nevertheless 
enough 
to 
afford 
very 
pretty 
pickings for the 
thieves, 
and 
to 
explain 
why 
it 
is th at political 
spoils 
have 
always 
attracted 
so 
large 
a 
following. 
If we 
divide" the 
whole 
period 
into 
two divisions, namely, before and after the 
war, the showing is equally instructive. 
Before the war the ratio of losses to every 
§1,000 of receipts was $2. 
Since th e war 
it has been 34 cents. 
Before the war the 
ratio of losses to every §1,000 of disburse­ 
ments was §5 17. 
Since tho war it has 
been 57 cents. 
I t would be possible to 
go through the tables and pick out as sug­ 
gestive facts from almost every line of 
them, but having shown our readers what 
can be gathered from these statistics, we 


shall leave them to snch further examination 
of the figures as they may desire to make. 
I t is perhapB worth indicating th at the ad­ 
ministrations of the early Presidents do not 
make a very brilliant showing in compari­ 
son with several of the later ones, and that 
even under the Father of his Country the 
losses were so high as to justify consider­ 
able doubt as to the integrity of the finan­ 
cial department. 
_____ 


Perhaps the most im portant service to be 
had from these figures is the conviuciDg 
lesson they afford of the tendency of party 
politics to promote unjust judgments of 
contemporaneous affairs. 
I t has become 
almost an axiom th at the last tw enty years 
have been marked by more governmental 
corruption than any other period in the 
history of the country. 
Y et when we have 
the inexorable facts and figures placed be­ 
fore us it appears incontrovertibly that 
there has been a more houest aud scrupu­ 
lous administratien of the finances latterly 
than was ever attained during those ad­ 
ministrations which are so frequently re­ 
ferred to as halcyon eras, and which so 
many people imagine to have been free 
from all suspicion of 
wrong-doing. At 
the same time it is necessary to point 
out 
th at 
the 
losses 
throughout are 
quite 
large 
enough 
to 
justify the 
most strenuous efforts after further re­ 
forms, and th at we have by no meaus 
yet reached a point where we can afford to 
rest on our oars and indulge in self-gratu- 
lation. 
The enormous cost of the adm in­ 
istration of the Government is a feature 
which must Btnke the thoughtful observer, 
and lie may well ask himself whether the 
country has ever obtained commensurate 
benefits in exchange for this vast outlay. 
W hen the Republican and Democratic ad­ 
ministrations are compared, the advantage 
will be seen to rest with the former alto­ 
gether. 
The Democratic Presidents did 
not at any tim e succeed in reducing the 
ratio of losses to anything like the mode­ 
rate amount which first appears in Lincoln’s 
Government. 
Some of these Democratic 
Administrations were among the most ex­ 
travagant the country has ever had, and in 
none'of them does there appear to have been 
a rigid system maintained. 
When Demo­ 
crats hereafter brag about the superior 
economy of their party, or when they un­ 
dertake to arraign their adversaries for ex­ 
travagance and corruption, it will be in 
order to refer them to these tables, and 
to ask them upon w hat evidence they base 
their assertions. 
The figures, which do not 
lie, constitute the best kind of a Campaign 
document, and we can heartily recommend 
a careful and prayerful study of them to 
those Democrats who are preparing statis­ 
tical exhibits for the coming campaign, 
and who want fa its to give the people. 
If 
the facts do not suit them the fault is not 
ours, but the accuracy of the tables may 
be implicitly relied upon.

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GARFIELD 
AND 
THE 
DE 
GOLYER 
C'JNTRACT. 


The Nation goes carefully over the his­ 
tory of General Garfield’s connection with 
the De Golyer contract, concerning which 
so much nonsense has been talked by the 
Democrats, and shows conclusively that 
there is nothing in the charge. 
The facts 
are th at Garfield’s Congressional position 
did not and coulffnot have exercised any iu- 
fluence whatever upon the case in which 
he engaged. 
The Board of W orks of the 
D istrict of Columbia government had fixed 
the prices at which certain pavement., of 
wood, and stone, and concrete, shoujd be 
laid, and had then advertised for bids. 
The appropriations for the work had been 
previously made by the D istrict Legisla­ 
ture. Congress had absolutely nothing to do 
w ith the m atter one way or the other. All 
th at remained was for the Board of W orks 
to decide which pavement it should select. 
No differer.ee in price was to be made, no 
m atter which competitor was successful. 
Garfield was asked by Parsons, the lawyer 
who had the De Golyer patent in charge, 
to examine the evidence in support of th at 
and other competing pavements, and to 
prepare a brief for the Board of Works. 
He did this, and he was paid for it. 
The 
De Golyer pavement was not, as has been 
alleged, a fraud. 
It was just as good a 
pavement as any of those which were in 
competition. 
The subsequent complaint 
against the Board of W orks was based on 
the allegation th at it bad fixed all the 
prices to be«paid for pavements too high. 
W ith that, however, Garfield had nothing 
to do. 
He was not responsible for the 
price paid for laying tho pavement. 
He 
had, a3 a member of Congress, nothing to 
say about the matter. 
The Nation thinks 
th at perhaps the people who employed 
Garfield in the case may have hoped to 
gain something by the prestige of a well- 
known and influential Congressman, but it 
is careful to point out th at this view rests 
upon developments which were not made 
for a considerable time after, and which 
neither Garfield nor anyone else outside 
the D istrict of Columbia ring knew any­ 
thing about. 
It thinks th at Garfield may 
be charged with indiscretion in the prem­ 
ises, but with nothing more, and it con­ 
cludes, “ Let us finally say that in judging 
“ him on the charge of indiscretion it is 
“ not fair to judge his conduct in 1ST 1 
“ with the light of 1S80. 
There is not one 
“ of us whose views about discretion touch- 
“ iug the relations between politics and 
“ money have not been greatly clarified by 
“ the events of the past nine years.” 
We 
cannot say th at to U3 it seems necessary to 
charge General Garfield even with indis­ 
cretion in this case. 
W e have no right to 
judge public men as though they were 
Buddhist ascetics endeavoring to prepare 
themselves for Nirvana by gradually re­ 
nouncing every human foible and affection. 
We hold th at Garfield acted as ninety- 
nine out of a hundred honorable and up­ 
right men would hare acted under the 
same circumstances, aud th at it is little 
better than affectation to find fault with 
him at all. 


P ELTON 
AND 
TILDEN. 


It is said that Tilden treated his nephew 
Felton, who has just died, precisely as 
though he, Pelton, had been solely re­ 
sponsible for the attem pts to bribe electors 
a t the late Presidential election. 
It is be­ 
lieved th at the old gentleman adopted this 
course as being necessary to the mainten­ 
ance of the peculiar reputation which he 
thought he himself bore, but which proba­ 
bly no other creature living regarded him 
as entitled to. 
Concerning the intimacy of 
his connection with the frauds referred to 
there has never existed any doubt among 
dispassionate observers. 
Pelton was a poor 


mAD. 
He had no means to bribe electors 
with. 
Yet, as H arper’s Weekly puts it in 


commenting npon Mr. Tilden’s letter of 
declination the other day, “ it ivas dis- 
“ covered th at the intim ate and confiden- 
“ tial but poor agent of this modest and 
“ quiet but rich citizen, had been trying in 
“ every direction with vast sums of money 
“ to corrupt electors, to bribe and buy and 
“ snatch the Presidency in any way.” 
Of 
course Mr. Tilden’s disclaimers, which by 
the way were never offered until the cipher 
dispatch 
revelations 
had brought 
the 
scandal to liis very door, did not con­ 
vince anybody of his innocence. 
The 
Democrats, or at least some of them, con­ 
tinued to assert their belief in bis in­ 
tegrity, as a m atter 
of 
duty to the 
party, but they did not iu their hearts 
accept his explanations. Mr. Tilden, how­ 
ever, appears to have thought th at all the 
world had received his version of the story, 
aud inasmuch as he had not broken with 
the rest of the tools who had been con­ 
nected with the ugly business, he con­ 
cluded th at it would be a good stroke of 
policy to make a scapegoat of his unlucky 
nephew. 
The latter was poor and com­ 
paratively friendless, and so the stern 
uncle showed .him the door, and bade him 
never look upon his face again. 
Poor 
Pelton went to the bad forthwith, and has 
now died a broken man.

He cut off Pelton 
when the latter had failed to buy the 
Presidency for him, but the bit of affected 
virtue did not rehabilitate him in the es­ 
teem of the people, and he would have 
probably been thought better of had he 
continued to cling to the man who had 
done his dirty work so faithfully, though 
so fruitlessly. 


THE 
INCREASE 
OF 
SUICIDE. 


A recent w riter in Blackwood states that 
a very marked increase in suicide has of 
late years taken place in Europe. 
The 
number of suicides is said to be five times 
greater than at the begiDuing of the pres­ 
ent century, and it is estimated roughly 
th at about 90,000 people destroy them ­ 
selves every year, taking the whole of Eu­ 
rope. 
I t is further alleged that this in­ 
crease of suicide has kept pace with the 
spread of education in such a way as to 
make it apparent that the tendency to self­ 
destruction has been strengthened by the 
dissemination cf knowledge. 
This, how­ 
ever, is precisely w hat ought to have been 
anticipated. 
The first effects of knowl­ 
edge are inevitably depressing. 
Ignorance 
is always confident and self-assured. 
But 
thfe man who has learned a little is just 
capable of perceivinghis own insignificance, 
aud of becoming intensely dissatisfied with 
his surroundings. 
I t is the people who 
possess a little knowledge who are always 
the most turbulent and impatient. 
They 
are the ones who rebel against social ine­ 
qualities ; who become com m unists; who 
affect all 
kinds 
of 
eccentric and ab­ 
surd 
governmental 
and 
social 
theo­ 
ries ; who arS prone to restlessness and 
insubordination ; 
who 
are 
fond 
of 
labor strik es; who are ever engaged in 
some attem pt to overthrow existing insti­ 
tutions. 
To such half-informed mmds 
knowledge brings only toiture and de­ 
spair. 
They have no balance, and since 
they have learned only how to crave, but 
not how to supply their cravings, it is 
quite easy to understand how they may 
be tempted toward suicide. 
They are, in 
tiu th , failures in the world, and N ature 
doubtless takes the quickest method of 
removing them. 
They do not harmonize 
with their environment. 
They are in an 
anomalous transition Btate, which is at 
odds w ith both past and present, and they 
naturally come to the conclusion th at the 
times are out of joint. 
Statistics of sui­ 
cide are so imperfect and fragmentary that 
it is impossible to make any useful com­ 
parison of different periods ; but we are 
quite prepared to believe th at the propor­ 
tion is larger now than it has been before 
during the century, and we do not expect 
th at this tendency will diminish appre­ 
ciably until another generation has con­ 
solidated and digested 
the 
knowledge 
which the present one has hardly had ca­ 
pacity to assimilate. 


TURKEY'S 
F.MBARAESMEHT. 


It appears th at there is no tru th in the 
reports which have been circulated to the 
effect th at the Porte had sent a note to the 
Powers refusing to accept the decision of 
the Berlin Conference in the Greek boun­ 
dary question. 
The fact is th a t the de­ 
cision of the Conference has not yet been 
officially communioated to the Porte, and 
therefore it could not have answered it. 
As the Conference has given Greece a 
wider stretch of territory than was origin­ 
ally proposed, it is quite natural th at the 
Porte should object to the adjudication, 
more especially as it has not been con­ 
sulted. 
Should it determine upon resist­ 
ance, however, it is evident th at its con­ 
tum acy may be taken advantage of by the 
Powers to hasten th at partition of the 
Ottoman Empire they all both dread and 
desire. 
I t is scarcely possible th at the 
Conference would liavo gone to all this 
trouble without a previous agreement look­ 
ing to the enforcement of its 
decision, 
however, and of course an European de­ 
mand for the cession of the disputed terri­ 
tory to Greece would be final. 
The Porte 
appears still to hope th at the old jealousy 
which has hitherto prevented any concert 
of action among the Powers when a crisis 
approached, may help it yet, but it has 
little or nothing to hope from the present 
English Government, and there is no other 
at all likely to interfere in any event. 
If 
the Powers would hold their hands and let 
Greece and Turkey settle the question in 
tho field the latter might have some chanee 
of escape, but as thing3 are there is no 
prospect th at this solution will be ac­ 
cepted.

selected gravel from our streams, foul seeds, 
etc., for true grain.” The writer also ent- 
phaziea the statement by asserting that their 
(the Grangers’) silence iu not protesting 
against the slander is a proof of their guilt. 
In order that the public may have a clearer 
and fuller comprehension of the true state of 
sff iirs, I would like to lay before it the fol­ 
lowing facts: To anyone conversant with 
the cutting of grain, it is well known that 
during the process nothing of either adobe 
or sand can !>e mixed with the wheat. Cheat, 
oats, aud other seeds, however, ate unavoid­ 
ably, though not intentionally, gathered ¡11 
with the wheat, aud with it placed in the 
stack, where they rentaiu tintil thrashing 
commences. Tnen the owner of the thrasher 
with hi- employes assumes the responsibility 
of*tbrashing, tanning, cleaning and sacking 
the grain, the farmer having no part in the 
work. 
As it is at the time of sacking the 
“ downright dishoi estv is prfictieed,” I would 
a-k eould any man in his 1 roper senses tbink 
for a moment that at this time a farmer 
would go to the bed '■ f a stream r-ud haul from 
there several loads of giavei, aud then in the 
presence of fifteen or more men commenoe 
sacking it in with his grain. Tht - seems to 
be eo preposterous that it needs no argument 
to gainsay it. 
It would appear that tlieve 
could be found a more convenient timo and 
place than the grain field of the farmer at 
thrashing time to effect this object. Would 
it be amiss to suspect that this -and-adulter­ 
ation might not have taken place at San 
Francisco ? The sand hills are iu close prox­ 
imity to the warehouses of the grain ring, 
and as it is well known that a large percent­ 
age of sand enters into the adulteration of 
coffee, lice, sugar and various other neces­ 
saries aud goods iu that city, is there not a 
strong prcsumptiou that the mixture of se­ 
lected gravel with the wheat shipjted to our 
English kinsmen took place there too, rather 
than iu the open grain fields of our honest 
Grangers ? It, is a great pity that a sample 
of this sand-adulterated wheat is not at 
hand. 
It would perhaps lead to the detec­ 
tion of the guiltiness of oue or other of the 
parties—the Grangers or the graiu-dealers. 
In my mind, however, no doubt exists but 
that a careful analysis would reveal the fact 
that the s tud found in the mixture would ap­ 
proach nearer in quality and character to 
that forming the sand hills of San Francisco 
than to that found in the streams of our val­ 
leys. 
llow cheat, adobe and foul seeds grt mixed 
with our grain is a Question of ea-y solution. 
When the bottom of the stack is reached dur­ 
ing thrashing tiuie some north n of adobe is 
carritd up by the derrick forks and. with the 
grain, is fed into the machine. While plac­ 
ing through the separator, however, a portion 
of it is not sufficiently pulverised to be blown 
off by the fan, and c >nsrquently that part 
drops iuto "the sack. 
Of the other foul seeds 
spoken of, nil except the cheat can bo sepa­ 
rated from the wheat by the sieves, or wheat- 
screens, as some call them. 
But as yet wo 
have no screen capable of thoroughly sifting 
the cheat from wheat, but hi pe that before fall 
some means will be employed to effect that 
purpose. 
Considerable comment has been 
iriule 
through the press with regard to the careless­ 
ness uf farmers in cleaning their wheit dur- 
iugThe last two years. 
This i- uncalled for, 
and is a surpri-e to none except those who are 
misiufittmed with regard to the 
matter. 
Few, exc-pt the tillers of the soil themselves, 
know that millers and even shippers have 
not discriminated between cleau and foul 
wheat during the time mentioned. The quo­ 
tations were made from the unclean wheat 
hy the buyers, and that rato was fixed as the 
maximum. Cieau and foul wheat were there­ 
fore held at the same market value. 
Is it 
any wonder, then, for farmers to exhibit an 
apathy and carelessness in producing a clean 
sample of grain? If a manufacturer ordy 
receives for a well made and neatly-fitting 
garment 110 more than be does for an inferior 
one, would he still continue to furnish the 
better and more costly article, regardless of 
his profits ? The rule that applies to one 
should equally apply to the other. 
The 
farmer, like the manufacturer, cannot be ex­ 
pected to supply a clean srticleof grain if he 
caii obtain no more for his clean sample than 
he does for the foul. 
In a transaction of this 
kind there can be 110 “ downright dishon- 
• e-ty," as the parties to the contract see it 
j with their eyes open and are satisfied with 
; the terms of the contract. 
. 
But, letting bygones be bygones, it is the 
I intention of the farmers throughout- the val­ 
ley to thoroughly clean their wheat this fall, 
and have it in the best condition for either 
milling or shipment. 
This will require addi­ 
tional labor, and will be equal to ten or fifteen 
per cent, of the grain value. This excess over 
what it would be if the wheat was left, as 
heretofore, in a foul condition, the buyets 
ought to meet in a liberal spirit 
Buyers ate 
expected also to grade the v. heat when of­ 
fered for sale, and fix the rate of earh grade 
according to its real value. 
If they act 
thus it will be a proof of their sincerity in 
endeavoring to obtain for California wheat 
that prestige it once had in the English mar­ 
ket. 
But should they act otherwise, and not ■ 
pay the farmers a price for their wheat equal 
to that which a clean sample is supposed to 
obtain in Englaud, then will it lie evident 
that some trick is being devised and some cor­ 
ner is being contemplated to cheat and de­ 
fraud the poor rancher. 
There is hut one 
thing nu re to say. 
It has been stated that 
the reticence of the Grangers in not respond­ 
ing to the dishonest chargee laid aoainst them 
Ls a proof of their guilt. 
In reply 1 beg to 
say that the Grangers generally enjoy a 
happy mediocrity of condition, and have a 
rough plenty, and to maintain that condition 
and procure that rough plenty demands of 
them incessant- toil aud tireless exertion. 
They have no time for anything else. Mi -le­ 
aver, they are educated to drive the plow 
and not the pen, and they are taught also, 
anti they believe in the teaching, that it is 
better to be good and happy citizens than 
able and subtle disputants.

Dr. C. B. Hutchins, of No. 236 Taylor 
street, San Francisco, contributes the fol­ 
lowing to one of the newspapers of that 
city : 
In February, 1865, I was Medical Direc­ 
tor of the First Division of the Nineteenth 
Army Corps, and also Surgeon of my regi­ 
ment, the One Hundred and Sixteenth New 
York. 
W e were in camp around W inches­ 
ter, and General Sheridan left U3 and went 
up the Shenandoah valley to join G rant at 
Petersburg, General Hancock coming down 
to take command about the 1st of March. 
The weather was rainy, cold anil very dis­ 
agreeable. 
B ut his first order was, never­ 
theless, to the effect that all the overcoats, 
boots aud extra baggage be sent to the rear, 
as a preparation for the campaign. 
The 
order created general indignation aud con­ 
sternation. 
Both boots ami overcoats were 
greatly needed, and as the custom had 
been previously to retain the overcoats 
uutil active service began, the order was 
generally disobeyed. 
In tho latter part of 
March the division went iuto camp at Ste­ 
phenson's depot, and were revieweu for the 
first tinte hy Hancock. 
On this occasion 
some of the shivering companies cried out 
“ Boots, 
boots; 
overcoats, 
overcoats.” 
Hancock was greatly incensed, and in 
spiteful indignation issued a second order 
that all the overcoats should_ be burned. 
This was enforced, aud the nex't day all the 
long line of campfires was engaged in the 
consumption of the objectionable articles. 
The day after that Hancock apparently re­ 
gretted his haste and countermanded the 
order. 
All the coats were consumed, how­ 
ever, and during the continuauce after that 
of the cold spell the men on picket duty 
aud guard suffered greatly from tho ex­ 
posure and a number went on the sick list. 
This action, and the pompous, insolent and 
overbearing qualities which were H an­ 
cock's chief characteristics made him very- 
unpopular. 
If the Democrats rely on the 
soldiers’ vote for Hancock-it will have to 
come from men who did not serve under 
him, and know him only through the pa­ 
pers.

Gilding tuf. Capítol Dome.—The initia­ 
tory work for gilding the roof of the cupola 
of the Capitol dome is in progress. The 
stag-ng and frame necessary for the purpose 
are being erected around and above the cu­ 
pola, which is to be covered in with light 
cloth as a protection from wind and sun 
■while the gold leaf is being applied. The 
coptier sheathing covering the roof, .which is 
m w in a tarnished or black -ued state, is first 
to be polished by Use of chemicals and 
hair brushes, after which the convex surface 
will be covered with pure gold-leaf costing 
about $."00, aud which will retain its purity 
and brightness f r a.-es. The ball on the 
crest of the cujeda, which was gilded at the 
time of its erection, was covered with coin 
gold to the amount of §300 in value, the 
coin being melted and poured over it. The 
surface now to be gibied above the cupola is 
500 tquare feet, an area seeming hardly p -- 
sible, as viewed from the ground. The present 
work n being done by A. H. Bainph -r, 
now of this city, but recently of San Fran - 
cisco. 
The fine improvement that is ex­ 
pected from the gilding has led to a ue fire on 
the part'of many hading eitizsss to have 
the main roof of the dome also gilded. This, 
it i» thought, Would cost about $3,000, and 
as an inducement toward its being done in­ 
fluential ¡ srties have suggested that proba­ 
bly a tsirtion of the amount necessary to 
m»et the exp use could be raised by sub­ 
scription within the city.

ANCIENT TJIM FLABT. 
The Order - f Knights Templar was one of 
the religio-military Orders which grew out of 
tiie Crusades, aud whose special business it 
was to defend Christian pilgrims as they 
journeyed to aud returned from the Holy 
Band. 
The Knight* Templar were institu'ed 
A. 1). 1118, about thirty years later than 
ti.e other Order of military monks, who were 
known as Knights of St. John of Jerusalem, 
or Kuights Hospitaler. They are now com­ 
bined. 
The two first Crusader Kings of 
Jerusalem, Godfrey de Bouillon and Bald­ 
win, gave them an asylum in the royal re»i- 
denee, near the site of Solomon’s Temple, 
whence they derived 
their name. 
The 
Templars did good service for the Crusaders, 
and their white cloaks, with the red cross on 
the left shoulder, grew to be a mark of 
chivalry. 
Cnmmeucimf 
as 
“ the 
poor 
feilow-sokliers 
of 
Jesus 
Christ,” 
the 
monk» grew in inqmrtance and wealth. 
They 
came 
into 
England 
early 
in 
King Stephen’s reign, and first gained [>08- 
se.-Mou of a hou-e in Holborn, London, hut 
afterwards removed to the place now the 
college of the London lawyers, but which is 
still known as the Temple. Here they have 
left a beautiful church where some of their 
tombs may still be seen. Besides this place 
in London they had " PreceptorieB ” all over 
England. 
Their Superior was called the 
“ Master of the Temple,” and was of such 
rauk and dignity that he sstasthe first of the 
lay Barons in Parliament, thus being ac­ 
counted the first of the Peers of the realm. 
In the years A. D. 1312 Pope Clemeut V. 
dissolved the Order, aud directed King Ed­ 
ward I. to give 
their 
lands 
and pos 
e-sions 
in 
England 
to 
the 
Knights 
Hospitalers, who continued to hold them until 
the time of King H enry V I II. 
About this 
time, A. D. 1319, Pnilip the Fair, of France, 
com m enced the persecution of the T em plars, 
in which the noblest and bravest ot the 
Kuights 
suffered 
m artyrdom , 
including 
Jacques De M olai, the Grand M aster. 


AMERICAN 
TK M PLARI8M . 
The institution of Knights Templar of the 
United States h an American institution, 
based on the idea of “ the poor fellow-soldiers 


of Je su s C h rist,” and descending directly 
from the ancient T em plars, though m odified 
to su it the age. 
T he costum e adopted is 
very sim ilar to th a t of a general officer of 
the U n ited S tates arm y. 
T he present organ­ 
ization of K n ig h ts T em plar in A m erica was 
created in 1816 by th e m em bers com prising 
eight separate encam pm ents, and according 
to very high authority, “ T em plary in tbe 
U n ited S tates received its first im petus from 
the S iprem e Council A . and A . S. R ite, 
th irty -th ird degree. 
T he 
earliest G rand 
E ncam pm ent, th a t 
of 
N ew 
Y ork, was 
chartered by a C onsistory of the thirty-second 
degree, and they founded th eir constitutions 
on th e independence of the U n ited S tates in 
civil governm ent, having th eir chief bead 
and chief governm ent in th eir own country, 
aDd its jurisdiction bounded only by the civil 
jurisdiction of such governm ent; adopting 
regulations they considered applicable and 
advisable to the requirem ents of th e M asonic 
body in th e U nited S tates. 
T he O rder is 
therefore w ith them peculiarly A m erican, 
derived from th e ‘ K adueh,’ the th irtie th or 
T em plar degree of the A. aud A. S. R ite, in 
which the death of the last G rand M aster, 
D e M olai the m artyr, is com m em orated in 
the legends of the degree and black insignia 
born as a sym bol of m ourning. 
I t is au ably 
form ed organization.” 
The Knights Templar are essentially a 
Christiau organization. 
In their emblems, 
their ritual, aud on their banners, they con­ 
st intly recall the cross and passion of the 
Redeemer. 
While on the one hand they do 
not demand a belief in the doctrine of the 
Trinity iu Unity, they iueulcate it. in many 
of their tervieea. aud are, therefore, as a 
class, the American Defenders of the Faith 
“ once d livered to the saints.” In every 
cummuni'y in which they are established 
they enroll in their Asylums representative 
men, aud they stand to-day m i genti is as re­ 
gards wealth and respectability. 


S eco n d W a r d G a r e ie ld a n d A r t h u r 
C lu b —A large and enthusiastic gathering of 
Republicans of the Second Ward assembled 
last evening under the auspices of the Second

REDEMPTION OF A FASHIONABLE CHURCH 
FROM DEBT. 


The Seawanahaka Disaster—A Big-Brained, 
Big-Hearted Preacher—The Origin­ 
al “ Herald” Site—Etc. 


N e w Y o r k , June 30, 1880. 


The Seawanahaka disaster really seems 
to be one in which nobody appears to 
blame. 
The boat was believed to be in 
good condition, and two of her owners, S. 
L. M. Barlow and Charles A. Dana, were 
on board, and had every faith in their 
security. 
It is very singular that ao neg­ 
lect to provide for the safety of the 
passengers has as yet been shown. 
The 
cause may be that Barlow, being a very 
prominent lawyer, may have had a dread 
of suits for damages in the event of acci­ 
dent, and that Dana, being a journalist, 
had tried to guard against what in his 
professional capacity he had so often found 
reason to condemn. 
A t any rate the 
seeming irresponsibility of any person or 
persons connected with the vessel is very 
remarkable. 
I doubt if the same thing 
would have proved true of any other boat 
plying in these w aters ; for our vessels, of 
all kinds, are as a rule mismanaged with 
culpable carelessness. 


R EV . ROBERT COLLYER, 
Of the Church of the Messiah, preached 
on Sunday the last sermon of his first 
pastoral year, and has gone to Nantucket 
for the summer. 
A ll that the Trustees 
and members of the Church hoped for from 
Collyer's ministrations have teen realized. 
H e has, to use a secular phrase, made the 
church pay, which was tiie great aim aud 
desire of the congregation, and whicii, in­ 
deed, they did not try to disguise. 
They 
had been unfortunate from the start with 
the Messiah. 
When it was built, some 1(1 
years ago, and opened by the late Rev. 
Dr. Samuel Osgood, who had preached in 
the old edifice in 
Broadway, 
opposite 
W averly place, he seemed to have lost 
much of his former popularity. 
Many of 
the pews remained unreuted, and it was nec­ 
essary that they should be rented, because 
the church had co3t a good deal of money, 
and had beeu, as churches usually are, 
built on credit. 
H is inability to draw 
wounded Osgood’s self-love, of which he 
had a plentiful supply, aud sorely troubled 
the M essiahites, who regarded his drawing 
as part of the implied contract. 
An un­ 
pleasant feeling grew up between congre­ 
gation and pastor, and the feeling was in­ 
creased by the pastor’s change of theolog­ 
ical views. 
Although he had teen for 30 
years or more a Unitarian, he suddenly 
adopted 


TR IN ITA R IA N OPINION'S, 
And these speedily divided the church. 
Osgood could do nothing but resign, and he 
carried a number of the members with him. 
He did not, however, have another church 
built for him, as commonly happens, nor 
was He permanently called to another 
pulpit. 
He afterwards embraced Kpiseo- 
paliauism aud led a literary life, which he 
could afford, for his circumstances were 
independent. 
The Messiah invited Rev. 
H. Hepworth of Boston to be its pastor, 
aud he accepted. 
He proved to be rather 
showy, though artificial aud monotonous, 
and many people who liked him at first 
soon grew tired of him. 
Under the cir­ 
cumstances the pews continued vacant, aud 
io make bad worse Hepworth also uuder- 
rnt an evangelical revolution. 
He found 
liat his nature demanded something more 
in Unitarianism, and aftercausiug a sort 
schism in the church, and trying, as is 
. .¡leged, to capture the body, he went out, 
i aving the society in a worse financial 
[ light than ever. 
He set tip an independ­ 
ent organization called the Church of the 
Disciples, from which he retired some time 
ago because the church was so burdened 
w ith debt. 
The Messiah did not know 
where to turn after Hepworth’s departure, 
and for some months it 


T R IE D ONE PREA CHER AFTER ANOTHER, 
W ithout hitting upon anybody who, in 
their judgment, would answer. 
Finally, 
th ey samm*oned Rev. Win. R. Alger of 
Boston, well known as a lecturer and au­ 
thor as well as preacher. 
He is scholarly 
nd has fine talents ; but he is pedantic 
.;:d artificial, and does not wear. 
H e did 
u >t wear with his new congregation. After 
a little while the house was often nearly 
em pty ; he was rendered most unhappy, 
for he is very sensitive, by his want of 
success, and at the end of his second year 
retired with the full approval of his parish- 
oners. 
Again the church cast about for 
an occupant of its pulpit, and was again 
perplexed as to choice. 
They could get 
plenty of men, of course ; but those they 
could get they did not w ant. 
Somebody 
suggested that they should once more call 
Rev. Robert Collyer, who had, the year 
previous, declined a very pressing invita­ 
tion from the Messiah. 
He gave the mat­ 
ter much attention, and had nearly de­ 
cided to quit Chicago, but resolved at last 
to stay with his old congregation, which 
was greatly áttaolied to him. 
The sugges­ 
tion was acted upon. 
He was called a 
second time, and, after viewing the ques­ 
tion from all sides, he came. 
The Messiah 
had presented every inducem ent; they had 
arranged for the liquidation of the debt, so 
that he could start free ; they had promised 
not to interfere with him in anything. 
No 
doubt he had had for years a secret long­ 
ing for New York, and when he was so 
sw eetly persuaded he could not easily re­ 
sist. 
He has succeeded as pastor of the 
Messiah beyond all anticipations. 
He has 


IN SP IR E D NEW SPIR IT INTO T H E CHURCH ; 
H e has made it a harmonious, energetic, 
hopeful, enthusiastic body ; he has swept 
away all the old doubt, distrust and luke­ 
warmness ; he has established himself as a 
vital force for literal thought and act i' e 
good. 
Every .Sunday the pews are full ; 
strangers are continually goiug to hear 
him, and he has grown to be a genuine 
favorite in society. 
A t many of the cele­ 
brations, dinners and festivities he is a 
prominent speaker, and he always speaks 
well. 
Everybody likes him ; indeed, no­ 
body could dislike him, for he is a simple, 
natural, honest, genial, sympathetic, gifted, 
eloquent man. 
He has no crotchets, no 
angles, no offensive egotism. 
He is big­ 
brained and big-hearted, and if all preach­ 
ers were so genuine, so human, so reason­ 
able, so sweet-natured as he, they would 
be differently regarded, and would exercise 
a tetter influence than they do now. 
But 
Robert Collyer is not orthodox. 


TH E O RIGIN A L “ HERALD ” SITE. 
Very few persons who pass the north­ 
w est corner of Nassau and W all streets, 
where they are now reconstructing the 
marble building, remember, if they ever 
knew, that it is the site of the original 
H erald office. 
From the basement of 20 
W all street, forty-five years ago the 6th of 
last month, was issued the first number of 
the Herald by’ James Gordon Bennett, who 
had only $600 of cash capital, but any 
amount of energy, enterprise, industry and 
understanding of the public need. 
He 
was then the sole editor, and his editorial 
desk consisted of a teard supported on two 
v.pty barrels. 
H is attem pt was snblime 


1 1, its” audacity, for he entered into direct 
nipetition with a number of rich, well- 
< , tnized and prosperous journals. 
He 
then about 3" years old ; had been en- 
ed in divers newspapers, and had not 
p. ipered in any of them. 
Everything 
cioed against him ; but he had faith in 
Imself ; he had fresh, original ideas ; he 
■-id» that the people wanted and would sus­ 
ta in a real newspaper, which they never 
had had. 
He was the pioneer of thfc new 
dor of journalism ; he began a new era : 


he was the first in point of tim e and ability 
of modern journalists. 
H e had had ample 
experience in Albany, N ew York and 
W ashington ; had cloeely studied manners, 
politics and Eociety, and from his various 
unlncky ventures had learned wisdom. He 
had been reporter, correspondent, assistant 
editor, editor-in-chief and proprietor : and 
now he was to be all these in one little 
ugly sheet, destined to 


LEAD TOE WORLD 
In regard to news. 
W hen the H erald was 
started there were seven large morning 
papers called sixpenny*sheets, the Gazette 
and General Advertiser, Mercantile A dver­ 
tiser and H ew1 York Advocate, D aily A d ­ 
vertiser, Morning Courier and Enquirer, 
Journal o f Commerce, the Times (not the 
present Times, but another sheet of the 
the same name published by Holland, 
LaDgford A Davis) and the Business Re­ 
porter and Merchants' and Mechanics' A d ­ 
vertiser. 
There were also «tour sixpenny 
evening papers ami four small daily penny 
papers. 
Of the whole fifteen only four are 
now alive, and the four combined have not 
the revenue of the H erald. 
H ow fast 
time moves : what great changes it works ! 
The small, dingy sheet of forty-five years 
ago lias become an enormous property, 
yielding to the son of the original propri­ 
etor from 8100,000 to §600,000 a year, 
and performing some of the grandest jour­ 
nalistic feats ever known. 
The elder Ben­ 
nett consecrated his life to the H erald, and 
the consecration produced golden fruit. 
The H erald revolutionized the journalistic 
world, makiug its first great hit by giving 
a full account of the great New York 
lire December 16, 1835. 
¡Such a thing had 
never been attem pted or dreamed of be­ 
fore here or anywhere. 
It took the town 
and country by surprise ; 
it laid the 
foundations of the H era ld ; it made the 
superb superstructure possible.

men and one more to see that they were 
kept busy setting off fireworks on the 
Fourth of Ju ly.” 
W ith everybody “ if ”

MECHANICAL NOTES. 


I n d ia - R u b b e r H o s e f o r H ig h S t e a m 
P r e s s u r e . —A t a late meetiug of 
the 
Edinburgh Association of 
Science 
aud 
Arts, held recently, a short cominuuication 
was made by W illiam Firth on the use of 
india-rubber hose for steam aud high-pres­ 
sure purposes. 
H e exhibited a piece of 
canvas aud rubber hose capable of w ith­ 
standing a pressure of 4,000 pounds to the 
square inch, and also several other pieces 
of canvas and rubber packing, which, he 
said, were most useful for engineers. 


P e r fe c t io n o f M o d er n M a c h in e r y . — 
The degree of perfection that machinery 
has reached is shown by the work of the 
new Indiana State-house. 
But seven men 
are building this immense structure, and 
their progress daily is from seventeen to 
tw enty times greater than that of the large 
force of 
workmen employed when the 
Court house was Guilt. 
The cause of this 
great saving is the little “ traveler ” now' 
in use at the State-house. 
These are small 
engines that run upon the scaffold tracks 
in all directions, and do work which re­ 
quired fifteen men with the old hand der­ 
ricks. 
They also save much time, for a 
stone that was formerly laid in from two 
to seven hours, is now placed in position in 
fifteen minutes, with tcarcely any trouble 
or extra exertion on the part of the work­ 
men. 
T u b e-W el ls fo r L a r g e S u p p l ie s of 
W a t e r. —For the last eight or nine years, 
the leading breweries at Burton-on-Trent 
have obtained the bulk of their water sup­ 
plies from a number of tube-wells con­ 
nected with one pump. 
Allsopp k Co. 
pumn 600,060 gallons daily from 30 3-inch 
wells, ami Bass k Co. 500,000 gallons from 
25 tubes. 
Thus, in one town, two brew­ 
eries are obtaining sufficient water for a 
town of 40,000 inhabitants. 
Although 
some of these Burton wells are within a 
stone’B throw from the Trent, the quality, 
level and temperature of the water differ 
from those of the river water. 
The town 
of Carmarthen, in W ales, is supplied by 10 
2-incli tube-wells. 
In sandy soils, strain­ 
ers or filters are used, which prevent sand 
coming into the tubes. 
A tube-well was 
sunk in a very 
line 
sand 
at Cnisel- 
hurst, 
by 
pumping 
up 
six 
barrow­ 
loads of sand aud replacing it with gravel. 
One advantage of the gravel filter is its 
imperishability, and if made sufficiently 
large, the velocity of the water is not suf­ 
ficient to bring the grains of sand within 
the area, acted upon by the pump. 
In 
rocks and other hard strata the method of 
sinking tube-wells is similar to that em­ 
ployed in making artesian borings ; but the 
mode of pumping and development of sup­ 
ply are entirely different from the tube- 
well system . 
Bored tube-wells can be 
made through any stratum and to any 
depth that an ordinary artesian boring can 
reach. 
The Low'er Grounds, Birmingham, 
with their ornamental waters, fountains, 
and extensive gardens, derive their entire 
water-supply from a single 5-inch well 
sunk about two hundred feet deep. 
By 
means of this well an annual savirg of 
£300 for water-ra^e is effected. 
Two cube- 
w elis at W est Thurrock yield a dafiy sup­ 
ply of 220,000 gallons from the chalk. 


S e l e c t in g T o o l-S t e e l . — Hardness, ten­ 
acity, facility of working under the ham­ 
mer, and of receiving temper, are requi­ 
sites of good tool steel. 
The presence or 
absence of some of these dualities cannot 
be ascertained except by actual experi­ 
ment ; yet good judgment w ill enable a 
man to ascertain, w ith an approach to 
accuracy, the quality of steel w ithout sub­ 
jecting it to the action of fire and water 
and the hammer. 
Pure iron contains no 
carbon, hut tool steel contains from 1 to 2 
per cent. 
So small is this amount, that it 
is not surprising that it requires judgment 
and experience to select steel iu the bar. 
One of the tests is to apply a 
drop of 
nitric acid to the surface of a fresh frac­ 
ture. 
It w ill leave a black stain on good 
steel, but not on iron or low steel. 
A n­ 
other tebt is to observe the color and tex­ 
ture of a freshly made fracture. This should 
present a tine grain, with a dull silvery 
luster, and of uniform color. 
Poor steel 
may show a cloBe graiu, but it will b e . 
mottled in color. 
But the only sure test 
is in working the steel. 
Draw the end of 
the bar, heated to a cherry red, under the 
hammer, to a fine point. 
If it will admit 
of being so pointed, that is a good indica­ 
tion. 
i ’lunge it into the hardening bath 
while hot, and when chilled, give it a few 
gentle blows with the hammer. 
If it is 
tough and does not fly, but requires some 
hammering and tending back and forth to 
break it, that is another good indication. 
If the fracture shows a fine, even, lively 
grain, the test is complete aud the work­ 
man may be satisfied. 
One of the best 
tests is to make and temper a cold chisel 
from the bar. 
If it stands well the chip­ 
ping on a casting the steel will make good 
turning tools. 
But, after all, the good 
judgment of the experienced forger is worth 
more than empirical tests.

DOMESTIC .VEITS. 


Instruct ion* !» Itcsisle n and Beecivent. 
W ashington, July 9th.— Commissioner 
Williamson of the General Laud Offi:e, has 
to-day issued a series of detailed instructions 
to all Registers and Receivers, which pre­ 
scribe the regulations necessary to carry into 
effect the law enacted at the last session of 
Congress for refunding all excess in the pay­ 
ment of ordinary purchase money, fees aud 
commissions on void entries of public lands. 
The Act affects thousands of settlers through­ 
out. the Western States and Territories. 
The first section authorizes the repayment 
to innocent parties of the fees and commis­ 
sions paid by them on entries of fraudulent 
soldiers’ and sailors’ additional homestead 
scrip, of which, very large quantities were 
forged and set afloat in the Western States 
some years ago. Commissioner Williamson’s 
instructions requii e a thorough proof of the 
innocence of the applicants for relief under 
this section. The second section provides for 
the repayment of the purchase money and of 
fees, commissions and excess payments in all 
cases where the entries of public lauds have 
been canceled for conflict, or where from any 
cause the entry lias I wen erroneously allowed 
by the local Land Offices, and cannot be con­ 
firmed ; also for refunding the extra 81 25 
per acre paid by pre emption settlers for 
lands supposed to be double minimum lauds, 
within railroad limits, but afterwards discoy, 
ered to be outside of such limits, and there­ 
fore purchasable at the ordinary minimum 
thereof, 81 25 per acre. 
All these re­ 
payments may be made to the 
party 
who 
made 
the 
original 
entry, 
or 
to his heirs, executors or administrators, 
or to an assignee specially authorized to re­ 
ceive such repaym ent; but a mere convey­ 
ance of the land will not be deemed to carry 
with it the right to repayment, unless ex­ 
pressly so stated iu the assignment. Where 
there has been a conveyance of the laud, and 
the original purchaser applies for repay­ 
ment, be must conclusively show that he has 
indemnified his assignee or perfected the 
title in him through another service. A s­ 
signees of the title to land must show by affi­ 
davit or other» ise that they have 
not 
been indemnified by their grantors for the 
failure of such title, and the title has not been 
perfected in them by their grantors through 
anothersource. Where there isaspecifica-sign- 
ment of the purchase-money, evidence of n jti- 
indemnification by the grantor is not required. 
In the case of the desert land entries, the as­ 
signees of the purchase money are the only 
usignees recognized. «All applications for 
^payment are tu be transmitted, together 
itb all papers in the case, to the Coinmie- 
-■ioDer of the General Land Office through the 
Registers and Receivers of the proper dis­ 
tricts, who are re juired to make due report 
upon each case transmitted, and the money 
finally found due will be paid out of the 
Treasury upon the warrant of the Secretary 
of the Interior. 
Cabinet .Meeting *object -. Discussed. 


W a s h in g t o n , July 9 th .— A t the Cabinet 
meeting to-day there was some discussion ss 
to the advisability of the exercise of the Pres­ 
ident’s power to withhold the expenditure of

Walker, Superintendent of the Cen­ 
sus, has assigned the task of procuring as 
lull aud accurate census statistics as possible 
of the Indians not taxed to Major Powell 
aud his assistants, who are working under 
the Smithsonian Institution. Superintendent 
Walker, in order to give wide circulation of 
the result of his work, lias devised plans 
wherebv special portions of it may be avail­ 
able without costing a great amount of 
money. 
He proposes that each one of the 
more important subjects i f inquiry be pub­ 
lished in a volume by itself, in quarto form, 
that they may be bound together, if so de­ 
sired, ami also to issue a pocket edition for 
the use of business men. 


Tlie Indian Territory Tro able. 
St. Louis, July 9th.—Private dispatches 
from Arkansas City, Kansas, says : Captain 
Payne, who left the Southern border of Kan­ 
sas lust Monday with some 300 men on a 
second invasion of ludían Territory, has 
reached his destination without molestation. 
It will bo recollected that Captain Payne in­ 
vaded Indian Territory last spring in viola­ 
tion of the President’s proclamation, and was 
ejected by the military. 
He now defies the 
authority of the Government, and courts ar­ 
rest aud trial, to determine in the Courts 
whether his acts are iu violation of any law. 
Parties are here purchasing machinery of dif­ 
ferent kinds, goods, etc., for shipment to 
Payne’s colony, and it is said an office will lie 
opened here to induce emigration to that Ter­ 
ritory. 
St. L ouis, .Tidy 9tli.—Further private ad­ 
vices from Arkansas City, Kansas, say an­ 
other party of invaders have entered Indian 
Territory, and will join Captain Payne’s 
colony. A dispatch from a reliable source at 
Wichita, Kansas, says only 25 tu 30 men left 
tbere for the Territory, instead of 300. 


Hanged for Murder. 
Cincinnati, July 9th. — George Allen 
Price (coloreil), the murderer of Viilie Black, 
a tobacco merchant, was hanged in the yard 
of the Hamilton county jail at 20 minutes 
past 11 o’clock to day, ami cut down dead 
20 minutes later. 
He was formerly a Catho­ 
lic, then a Bapli.-t, and later of no faith 
whatever, except that he expressed himself 
as resting on divine clemency if there was a 
heresf er. He refused priestly intervention, 
hoped for pardon from the Governor until 
two hours of the end, and was especially anx­ 
ious about his surviving wife and children. 
He drank a great deal of whisky this morn­ 
ing, and wrote to Judge Longworth, who 
se ti ten ceil him, asking him for forgiveness for 
the abusive letter he had written. 
He ex­ 
pressed a hope that there might be a here­ 
after, so that he might repay the many kind­ 
nesses done him by the ladies. 
He fully re­ 
alized the justice of bis punishment. 
A ugusta (Ga.), July 9th.—Henry Ryan 
(colored) was hanged in Wayneshire, Burke 
county, Ga., to-day, for the murder of a 
negro woman named Mary Thomas in De­ 
cember list. 
He killed her to get her money, 
about ?«. 
He confessed yesterday that he 
committed the deed. 
The execution was wit­ 
nessed by fully 7,000 people. 
Goldsboro (N. C.), July 9t.h.—The execu­ 
tion of the negro Alex. Howard, for the mur­ 
der of an old white man named Babel Ru 
trey, July 7th, took place here to day, and 
was witnessea by about 2,000 i>eopIe. 
How­ 
ard protested his innocence to the last, and 
made a very bitter harrangue from the scaf­ 
fold, but the crime was fully proved against 
him by bis stepson, whc was bis accomplice 
in the deed.

W iping Out a Fam ily Disgrace. 
Danville (Va.), July 9th.—Last Dight, 
about midnight, Thomas D. De Jarnette en­ 
tered a bagnio, inquiring for Mollie De Ja r­ 
nette, aud, at his request, the two went to a 
private room. Repeated pistol shots followed, 
the police broke into the room, and the girl 
wa3 found on the floor, her brother standing 
by, pistol in hand. He immediately confessed 
to shooting his sister, saying he had done it 
to wipe out her disgrace of the family. The 
girl was shot five times, two shots fatal. She 
protests that her brother was right in taking 
her life, and begs that he be not punished. 
Before the brother was taken to prison he and 
his sister embraced. 
The brother is a tele­ 
graph operator, aged 20 years. The sister is 
17 years of age. 
Railroad Tralllr. 
N ew Y ork, July 9th.—Thus far thirty- 
nine railroads have reported their traffic for 
June, and the account stands as follows: 
1S80, *17,859.013; 1879, $13,064.656—an in­ 
crease of 8794,369 for the first half of the 
year. 
Thirty-three 
roads 
have reported 
officially, and the totals are as follows: 1880, 
$82,044,776 ; 1879. $65,077,485— an increase 
of $16,967,291. Included in the returns for 
six months are the earnings of a few import­ 
ant roads like the New York Central, North­ 
western, St. Paul, Illinois Central, Central 
Pacific and Wabash, but otherwise the totals 
are made up from the statements of com­ 
paratively unimportant lines. The figures of 
Lake Shore, Erie, Michigan Central, Canada 
Southern, Chicago, Burlington and Quincy, 
Union Pacific, Pennsylvania and Baltimore 
and Ohio companies are wanting. If the 
earnings of these roads were at hand and 
added to the total of the thirty-three already 
given, the traffic of the first half year of 
1880 would apjrear marvelous.

P a r is, July 9th.—The committee of the 
Senate has adopted an amendment to the 
amnesty bill proposed by General Pellissier, 
excluding incendiaries and assassins, and per­ 
sons who have been condemned after due trial, 
from the benefits of the bill. 
Jules Simon, 
addressing the committee after the adoption 
of this anieudment, said he should always be 
of the opinion that the committee should vote 
down General Pelissier’s motion. 
He re­ 
minded the House that the most guilty Com­ 
munists were those condemned iu contuma- 
cion, and consequently undefended, and that 
it would, under this circumstance, be unjust 
to pardon such men while others were ex­ 
cluded from the proposed benefits. 
If tbe 
Senate voted amnesty with limitations the 
agitation in tbe country would continue. The 
second p irt of the bill, in the form proposed 
by the Committee, was adopted—141 to 123. 
The Senate then agreed to the amendment 
moved by Mionord, proposing that the excep 
tion by the bill egainst murderers aud in­ 
cendiaries shall not apply to convicts whose 
sentences have already been commuted. The 
bill was finally passed by 170 to 9S. 
Tlte Attack on Uassan Kasim. 
V ienna, July 9th.—The latest intelligence 
from Senajenos states that the excitement 
caused by the attempted murder of Ha-Ban 
Pasha has considerably abated. When Has- 
san Pa-ha ordered a general disarmament, 
Eyoub Bey, one of the most fanatical Mus­ 
sulmans, with several followers, went to him 
and protested against the measure.

Pasha replied by striking Eyoub Bey with a 
stick, whereupon the followers of the latter 
then threw themselves upon Hassan, and he 
was taken to Motrovitza, it is thought, mor­ 
tally wounded. 
severe Earthquakes. 
G e n ev a, July 9th.—The earthquake Sun­ 
day was one of the most severe and wide­ 
spread that has been known in Switzerland 
for several years. Two persous were killed. 
Several meters of the summit of the Schne- 
belberg, near Quarteu, fell, overwhelming a 
large wood. 
L ondon, July 9th.—An earthquake in the 
Island of St. George, one of the Azores 
group, resulted in the formation of another 
island 600 yards distant, and about 1,800 
square yards in extent.

Sixty-eight degrees in summer 
there, is quite cool enough for a sitting 
apartm ent; but if you go into a room of 
th at tem perature in mid-winter, a feeling 
of suffocation, of oppressiveness, comes 
over you. 
The noon of a day whose morn­ 
ing is 6S will give over 90 in the sun. 
If 
on getting up in the morning, every w in^ 
dow and door of “ a floor" are thrown 
open and thus remain until about sun-up, 
and are then closed, shutters and all, it 
will be nearly night before the thermome­ 
ter is materially raised, and personB com­ 
ing into onr office often exclaim : 
“ How 
delightfully cool your office is; how do 
yon manage it? ” 
If we close our doors in 
mid-winter to keep the warmth in, may we 
not do the same thing in summer to keep 
it out?—[Journal of H ealth. 


A man talks as easily a t the rate of 
sixty miles an hour as he does a t an or­ 
dinary after-dinner pace, and a veteran 
railroad man who sat with his feet cocked 
on an adjoining chair, on the O. and M. 
fast train Saturday, let his recollections 
and gossip flow entertainingly to a re­ 
porter. 
“ Did you ever hear,” he asked, “ how 
the rumor was started th at Jay Gould had 
bought the O. and M.? ” 
The reporter confessed th at Mr. Gould 
had never fully explained the foundation 
of the rumor. 
“ W ell,” said the veteran as he looked 
at the w..rm fences spinning by, “ Gould 
paid a visit to the W est last w inter and it 
became rumored in New York th at he had 
tsm ght the O. and M. 
The actual origin 
of the rumor is a good story, and it shows 
how little it takes to set the stock m arket 
flying. 
On his way back to the East Mr. 
Gould caint over the O. and M. to Cincin­ 
nati. 
He was traveling in his special car, 
which was coupled on behind the regular 
train at Vernon. 
East of Vernon, you 
know, there are a number of sharp curves, 
which are very trying to the nerves of 
pcisons not accustomed to railroad travel­ 
ing. 
Mr. Gould’s coach, w hich was light 
aud airy, was Happing 
about turough 
those curvts like a snake’s tail. 
I t was 
really more dangerous for him than any 
one else, as a light car will jump the track 
easily. 
Suddenly there came a sharp ring 
on the engineer’s alarm gong, and the 
train 
was 
brought to 
a 
stop. 
The 
conductor, who had not pulled tlje bell, 
ran out to see why th e train was stopped. 
The engineer said he received the signal 
to pull up. 
The conductor dashed back to 
find out who had pulled tbe signal rope, 
and finally came to the special car to find 
Mr. Gould standing clutching the bell- 
rope. 
“ ‘ Did yon pull the b-.il, Mr. G ould?’ 
asked the conductor. 
“ ‘Y es,’ answered Gould. 
“ ‘ W hy ? ’ 
“ ‘Because I was afraid my car was going 
to jum p the track,’ said Gould ; ‘ this rate 
of speed is entirely unnecessary, anyhow.’ 
“ ‘ Mr. Gould,’ responded the company’s 
officer, with emphasis, ‘ I am put in charge 
of this train to run it on regular schedule 
time, and I ’m going to get into Cincinnati 
at the time set. 
If it is too fast for you, 
why, I can side-track you here until the 
freight coni(¡3 along.’ 
“ W ith th at the conductor took the bell- 
cord out and left the magnate to his fears. 
It became known, however, th at Gould was 
along in his special car and had stopped 
the train. 
This grew into the statem ent 
th at he had purchased the road and was 
going over the line to examine it. Tbe dis­ 
torted story flew to New York, and stocks 
capered for a while over it.” 
“ I don’t see,” said the ' reporter, with 
great evidence of courage in his tone, 
“ thai there is great danger in fast run­ 
ning. 
• “ Ever in a smash-up ? ” asked the vete­ 
ran, laconically. 
“ N ever!" 
“ That accounts for your lack of ner­ 
vousness. 
A child never dreads the tire 
until he íb burned, and so it is with every 
kind of danger. 
There are two classes of 
engineers, who are known on the roads as 
‘good runners’ and ‘ bad runners.’ 
A 
good runner is always sent out with special 
trains, anil in other cases where fast time is 
to be made. 
H e is an engineer who knows 
the road aud his engine, and will gauge 
the speed by the quality of the track, tak ­ 
ing a good many chauees on safety. 
I 
knew one of these fellows, who was re­ 
garded as the coolest and bravest mau in 
tiie business. 
He would take a lightning 
special as safely through as another would 
a freight. 
One dark night he was hauling 
the night express around a curve like a 
meteor. 
A tree had been blown across 
the track by a storm, and he ran upon it 
before it could be seen. 
The train was 
smashed and he was badly hurt. 
He got 
well iu lime, and took his place at work, 
but lost it, and he couldn’t get a passenger 
train on any road. 
The accident killed 
his ‘nerve,’ and be couldn’t take a train 
through on even schedule time. 
He was 
always lagging and Behind time. 
T hat is 
the fate of a great many. 
A bad accident 
to a fast train nearly always spoils a good 
engineer.” 
“ They are always in danger,” said the 
reporter. 
“ Y es; if there’s an accident they arc 
almost sure to be killed. 
They go throngh 
life on faith and by good luck. 
One day, 
several years ago, I went ont for a day’s 
hunting in ihe country, and made arrange­ 
ments for an engine to be sent out for me 
at 7 o’clock. 
I t came, and, with three of 
us aboard, started to make the run of 
twenty-five miles an hour ahead of the reg­ 
ular train. 
W e got out a mile or two and 
the headlight flickered and w ent down. 
The engine was stopped and the lantern 
was tinkered with, and we started again. 
We ran a few miles, and had to stop and 
tinker with the confounded lamp again. 
This time it went out clear, and to our hor­ 
ror we discovered th at the regular train 
was within five minutes of us, and there was 
no side-track near. I t was as dark as origi­ 
nal chaos, not a star out. 
The engineer 
started carefully, worked the throttle out 
gradually, and, all of us clinging to the 
cab for dear life, the race began. 
For all 
th at we could see it was a plunge into 
space. 
The engine snorted and rolled, and 
fairly flew along the track, until the wel­ 
come light of the home yards fell upon us. 
We had run fifteen miles on pure faith in 
Dine minutes, and the regular train was an 
hour and forty minutes behind time !" 
“ That was a close shave on luck.” 
“ Yes ; I don’t w ant to ride under pres­ 
sure again.’’—[Louisville Courier-Jourual.

WORLD 
IN 
SEVENTY- 
FIVE DAYS. 


Among the arrivals a t the W indsor 
Hotel on Saturday were Mr. Ismay, of 
Ismay, Im rie 4 Co., -of Liverpool, who 
was accompanied by his wife aud sou and 
Mr. aud Mrs. Barron. 
The party had 
reached this city after a rem arkably quick 
journey around the world. 
Sailing from 
Liverpool on March 13th in the Oceanic, 
the pioneer ship of the W hite Star Line to 
New York, and now plying on the Occi­ 
dental and Oriental Company’s line be­ 
tween' Hongkong, Yokohama 
and San 
Fraucisco, they reached Suez on March 26 th. 
Passing Point de Galle on April 7th, Penang 
was reached on April 12:h, Singapore on 
April 15th, and Hongkong on April 27th,the 
passage to that port being made in thirty- 
six and a half days, under steam, aud be­ 
ing the fastest on record. 
Mr. Isaiav and 
his party visited Canton and Shanghai, 
leaving the latter port on May 1st for 
Japan. 
They went by way of Nagasaki, 
through the great inland sea to Kobe, to 
Yokohama. 
Sailing from Yokohama on 
May 23-1, the Oceanic carried the party 
safely across the Pacific ocean to Sau Fran­ 
cisco, where they arrived June Gtb. When 
they arrived in New York they had trav­ 
eled 22.32C miles. 
The time occupied in 
making this journey, exclusive of stop­ 
pages at different points visited, was 66 
days. 
Allowing nine days in which to 
complete the journey to Liverpool, and 
the trip will be accomplished in 75 days, 
or five days less than the celebrated jour­ 
ney described in Jules Verne’s romantic 
story, 
“ Around the W orld in Eighty 
Days.” 
The voyagers were fortunate iu 
having fine weather nearly the entire trip. 
The tem perature was unusually cool while 
they were passing through the Red Sea, 
aud exceptionally col-1 on the 
Pacific 
ocean. 
The Oceanic brought as part of her 
cargo 1,500 tons of tea, including the first 
consignment of the new crop. 
Mr. Ismay, 
who visited this country in 
1875, ex­ 
presses himself as much surprised at tbe 
increased area of land brought under cul­ 
tivation along the line of railroad near. 
Omaha and west of Ogden since be last 
cro>3ed the continent.—[New York Times, 
June 22d. 


Th e Energy of Cyclonean Forces.— 
In discussing the two cyclones whicii vis­ 
ited the Bay of Bengal iu October, 1S76, 
Mr. Elliott, meteorological reporter to tiie 
government of Bengal, incidentally gives 
some idea of the cyclonean forces which are 
developed by such storms. 
The average 
“ daily evaporation” registered by Bengal 
instrum ents in October is “ two inches.” 
The amount of heat absorbed by the con­ 
version of this amount of water daily over 
so large an area as the Bay of Bengal is 
enormous. 
“ Roughly estim ated,” says 
Mr. Elliott, “ it is equal to the continuous 
working power of 300,000 steam engines of 
1.000 horse power.” 
A simple calculation 
will show that it suffices to raise aloft over 
45.000 cubic feet of w ater every 24 hours 
from every square mile of the bosom of the 
bay, and transport it to the clouds which 
overhang it. 
When we extend the calcu­ 
lation from a single square mile to the area 
of the whole Indian gulf, the mind is lost 
in the effort to conceive the force which, in 
a day's time, can lift 50,000 000 tons. 
Yet 
it w'ould be easy to show th at such figures, 
fabulous as they seem, do not adequately 
represent the cyclonic forces of a single 
storm ."
